OF ALL NATIONS, 


WITH NOTES AND REFERENCES. 
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Without feeling it necessary to indulge in the usual apology which 
ordinarily attends an effort of this kind, the author desires to state 
briefly, that the object of the present and following compilations, is to 
lay before the readers of the Journal, in a concise form, revised lists 
of the stamps of all countries; especially those which have issued 
them in sufficient quantities, to render their classification and arrange- 
ment a matter of difficulty. 

It is believed that mere verbal description conveys but a limited 
amount of information, as the language ordinarily and necessarily 
employed, portrays only the salient fe atures of a stamp; leaving 
the minor details, which are oftener of the greatest importance in the 
detection of counterfeits, and the classification of the different series, 
entirely to the reader’s imagination. By dispensing, in a great mea- 
sure, with ambiguous word pictures, and substituting therefor care- 
fully prepared cuts, the main difficulty will be overcome and a thor- 
ough knowledge of any stamp, as a whole, placed within the reach 
of any one. 

The different series of stamps will be embodied in the list as they 
were originally issued, and all important alterations of die, color, &c., 
will be mentioned in notes; which will also contain any general in- 
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formation of interest in possession of the author. We will begin 
with the stamps of the United States, but after they are disposed of, 
the arrangement will be alphabetical, 

the same time, the method followed in the more important Albums 
and Catalogues. Many excellent articles have heretofore appeared 
in the JournaL touching on this subject, but lacked some of the es- 
sential particulars which it is proposed to make the basis of the pre- 
sent work.

It is generally claimed for Postage Stamps that they have a certain 
Historical as well as National significance, and I doubt if a better il- 
lustration of this fact can be deduced from their study, than is conveyed 
by those which are classed under this head. In 1843 the postal rates 
of the United States were, and had been for a number of years, exces- 
sive: so thought the people, as facilities for pid and cheap trans- 
portation of the mails by steamboats, railroads, &c., increased, they 
demanded a corresponding reduction in the rates, and although the 
matter was frequently brought before C 
until March 30, 1845, when the law was passed establishing them at 
5 and 10 cents per half ounce, for distances under and over 300 
miles respectively. As the receipts from these rates did not defray 
the expenses of the Post Office Department, efforts were m le in Con- 
gress to increase them again; but without effect, and it is probably 
due to this uncertainty, as to what would be the result of the contro- 
versy, that stamps were not issued by the General Government until 
July 1, 1847. It was in this interval between 30 March, 1845, and 
the issue of stamps by the General Government, that these Prov isi0- 
nal issues made their appearance: except in the case of the 8 cent 
stamps of New York City, which appeared in 1842-5. They were all 
the result of individual ent: rprise on the part of the Postmasters of 
the several Cities: an honest effort to increase the postal facilities of 
the business community for which all honor and credit is due them. 
Issued at the expense of the Postmasters themselves, they were 
recognized by the General Government, the Post Office Department of 
which was,perhaps, not unwilling that some one else should try the 
experiment for them.

graved in copper by J. W. Kershaw, for J. H. Wymer, Postmaster, at 
St. Louis, and that the stamps were issued in November, 1845. With- 
out desiring to renew the old controversy as to the genuineness of the 
20 cent stamp, I will add to what has already been written on that 
subject, that I know of a copy which has never, to my knowledge, been 
referred to or considered in the various arguments which have been 
advanced for and against its genuineness. I know that this copy has 
never passed through the hands of any dealer or collector, but was 
taken directly from the old retained papers of a mercantile establish- 
ment, and presented to its present owner by a gentleman, not himself a 
. collector, and who had no knowledge of its value 


In searching for these valuable stamps, I have myself examined many 
hundreds of old letters from St. Louis during the years 1845-6-7, and 
of these fully three fourths were stamped “‘ Paid 20 cents ;” from which 
it seems reasonable to infer that a 20 cent stamp would follow as a na- 
tural sequence to the other two, which had already proved a success 
—and this undoubtedly was the case.

The die of this stamp was prepared by E. P. Gorham of New Ha- 
ven, Conn., and the stamp itself was issued some time in 1845, by E. 
A. Mitchell, the Postmaster. The impression was hand-stamped in 
red upon the purchasers envelopes, and as the business of the office 
was limited, to prevent objection by the Post Office Department or 
forgery, each stamp was signed by the Postmaster with blue ink. 
White envelopes were probably the only kind used, but it is possible 
that a few impressions were struck on buff ones also ; so says Mr. Mit- 
chell. The number sold was in the neighborhood of 2000 and as all 
remaining on hand were destroyed on Mr. Mitchell’s retiring from 
office, the stamp is of the greatest rarity. Some reprints were obtain- 
ed from Mr. Mitchell a few years before he died, but even they are 
quite scarce.

These stamps were printed in sheets of twelve varieties, eleven of 5 
cent, and one of 10 cent, which is in the upper right hand corner of 
each sheet. The 10 cent does not differ from the 5 cent stamps 
in any particular other than in substituting “‘ ten” for “five.” They 
were engraved by a Mr. Hidden, who has, it is said, counterfeited them; 
at all events their execution is poor enough to have tempted others, 
and dangerous counterfeits of them exist. 


BRATTLEBORO, 
1846.

This stamp was engraved on copper by one Thomas Chubbuck, and issued by Dr. Fred. N. Palmer 
Postmaster of Brattleboro, Vt.. Printed in sheets of ten varieties, and as but few were used (not over 
5,000 having been printed), it is of the greatest rarity. For full and interesting particulars, see page 6

The preceding stamps of this series originally appeared unperfo- 
rated, and were so used up to 1857, during which year they were is- 
sued with small perforations. Of the 1,3 and 5 cent stamps, sev- 
eral noticeable color varieties exist in both unperforated and perfo- 
rated series.

On the 24th of April, 1856, this stamp was submitted in black, and 
accepted, but never issued by Government, until it appeared in lilac 
at the date given above. A few specimens (in black) got into the 
hands of collectors, and although they can only be regarded as essays 


they are very beautiful and scarce. Unperforated specimens of this 
stamp are known, both uncancelled and cancelled, which are undoubt- 
edly genuine, as far as they are individually concerned; but I am in- 


] 


clined to think this the result of accident rather than intention. It 
does not seem reasonable to infer that the Government would issue 
the 24 cent stamp unperforated in 1860, when all of the series pre- 
viously issued had appeared perforated in 1857. ‘To meet some sud- 
den emergency, it is possible that a few sheets may have been so is- 
sued, but the value of the stamp is rather against such a presumption, 
besides the records of the Post Office Department.

Although this series very nearly resembles the preceding one, it 
would have been better, for the sake of « ompleteness, to ha we employ- 
ed cuts, as the best means of correctly portraying their differienc; and 
this would unquestionably have been done, had time permatted; but 
this work was undertaken so late in the month that it was impossible, 
without very seriously delaying the publication of the Journal, or de- 
ferring it till next number. It was thought better to commence with 
the first number of the year, so we will have to content ourselves 
with a description of the main points of difference.

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Newly Issued Stamps. 


CuBa is the name now, and the heading, Span- 
ish West Indies will henceforth drop out of our cata- 
logues, as, indeed, it ought to have done four years ago, 
according to the actual use of the stamps; it would be 
much harder to tell how long ago the Spaniards ought 
to have left the beautiful island of Cuba to its :ightful 
owners; however, the right name is on the stamps, and 
whenever the patriots gain their independence, the stamps of Cuba libre 
can follow on, without any derangement of albums, We are certainly 
pleased to see "the name of the island on the new st: amp, but were look- 
ing forward to the new set in the expectation that it would be of the 
same pleasing design as the current set of the mother country; how- 
ever, we suppose the dons think the old profile shows greater strength, if 
less refinement, than the new portrait. 

The colors and values of the new set are as follows :

PersiA.—A set of the new stamps for this ancient 
empire has at length arrived in this country, and we 
anneX an eograving of one of the values. The design 
and frame of the stamps are printed in black on a tinted 
background, which, by the way, is not correctly repre- 
sented in our cut; it should have been made of little 
sexagons, enclosing a straight liue, like a figure one. 








The correct colors and values of the set are as follows. 
1 shahi, black; groundwork lilac. 5 shahi, black; groundwork, rose. 
9 7: ‘< “6 green. 10 ee "7 blue. 

Porto Rico.—A full description of the new issue of stamps for this 
island will be found on another page. 

France.— We have been shown a 10 c. of the new republic, printed 
in pale black; it was on a letter and may be a new color for that value. 

Canapa.—The International post card has just been issued, and it. is 
if possible prettier’ than the 1 cent one, which was so much admired 
on its appearance six years ago ; the inscription reads: ‘*‘ Canada Post 
Card to United Kingdom. The address only to be written on this 
side. To—’’. Stamp and frame similar to last. 

2 cents, green. 

Ecuapor.—An entire new set of stamps are in preparation for this 

country. 
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HoLianpd.— Brown was given as the color of the $c.; it should have 
been rose. The 1} c. has not yet come to hand, and will probably turn 
out to be another color, when it does come. 

Unitep States.—We are to have a new series of postage stamps ; 
the designs were promised us in time for this number, and we waited 
ten days for them, but in vain, and now have to go to press witbout 
them. Some of the regular issue envelope stamps are found impressed 
on paper bearing the Centennial watermark. 

ARGENTINE RepusLic.—We learn trom Trifet’s circular that “some 
of the present stamps were withdrawn on the first of January, and new 
ones issued in their places. Also the 5, 10, 15 and 30 c. are to be sur- 
charged 8, 16, 24 and 25 c respectively, owing to new postal treaties. 

. Likewise a new 2 c. stamp is to be issued for newspapers; it will bear 
the portrait of Dr. Visente Fidel Lopes, and will be printed in green 
Also a 20 c. stamped envelope for telegrams, light blue, with portrait 
of Dr. Dalmacio Velez Sarsfield. Also a registered letter stamp of 25 c. 
solferino, portrait not yet known.” 


The Stamps of Porto-Rico. 
BY C. P. 8. 


Althongh the stamps of this island (distinguished from those of Cuba 
by a surcharged paraph), were collected by advanced philatelists as soon 
as issued, tLe great majority of collectors have never paid the least at- 
tention to them, as is proved by our own experience, and the absence 
of all mention in the various catalogues; and certainly the aldition of 
an ’unpecessary flourish on an already badly cancelled stamp did not 
offer much inducement to the average collector, to add another variation 
of an ugly series of stamps to his collection; but now that a set with 
distinct color and name has been issued for the island, these old issues of 
Porto-Rico will be eagerly sought after Thinking a description of the 
various sets will enable most of our readers to hunt up the desired 
specimens from among their duplicates, we annex a full list o: them. 

Of the following list we have never seen any of the 12} c. d. p., and 
were once informed, on what we considered good authority, that none 
were ever used; but Mr. Carbonell—to whom we are indebted for the 
1877 stamp here engraved—assures us that they were issued with 
each set.

This envelope was known to me when I last wrote, but was acci- 
dentally omitted from my list. 

A very interesting error of impression has recently been discovered, 
viz: No. 545 of my list, Commercial size, 3c. Die B. on white paper, 
having the peculiar Centennial watermark instead of the regular de- 
partmental monogram of U. 8. P. O. D. 

On page 131 of the last volume of the Journat, speaking of Nos. 
541 and 571, the printer made me say 541 and 551—an error which | 
note, so that it may be corrected. Mr. Tiffany writes me that he has 
been informed that at least one post-office was supplied with these en- 
ve'opes, so that they must have had a more bona fide existence than | 
gave them when last writing.

Two Spanish Stamps. 
1.—Tuse Twetve Cuartos or THE 1857 Series. 


BY OVERY TAYLOR 
(Based on a paper read before the Philatelic Society, on the 13th ult.) 


This stamp has long possessed a doubtful reputation, and some (my- 
self among the number) have gone so far as to doubt its existence as a 
genuine emission. All the copies I had until lately seen were on a pure 
white and rather thin paper, ungummed, and with a very new look 
about them, suggestive of a reprint; color, a rather light orange. 

A short time since, however, I obtained from a dealer, of known in- 
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tegrity, a gummed copy printed a deep orange, on a rough, thick, white 
paper, somewhat resembling that of the 1556 series, but destitute of 
watermark, and both paper and gum showing evident marks of age. 
This copy I forward with the present to the Philatelic Society, in the 
belief that it is an original, in which opinion I am supported by Mr. 
Moens, who considers the stamp to be “‘irreproachable.” It may be 
that other members of the society (or some of the readers of The Stamp 
Collector’s Magazine) are in possession of similar specimens, and can 
confirm my opinion, but I do not find any mention of the special char- 
acteristics of this specimen of the value in any of the leading cata- 
logues in which it is mentioned. 


It is included with the other stamps of the series, as if no question 
of its authenticity were entertained, yet prima-facie there is consider- 
able reason for suspecting it, and placing it at best in the category of 
timbres de fantaisie, nor can we ever remember an attempt being made 
to elucidate its history. The principal reason for doubting it is the fact 
that this value, 12 cuartos, excluded from the scries of 1854, does not 
re-appear among the Spanish stamps until 1860, and further that the 
stamps of that denomination, whether belonging to the earlier or the 
later series, have always been common, thus proving its extensive em- 
ployment. And, again, no postmarked copy of the 12 c. has, I believe, 
ever been seen; did there exist one, the fact would have been noted ere 
this, and of every other stamp whose actual circulation has been ascer- 
tained there are duly obliterated specimens in existence. 


That it never had currency may, I think, be assumed, and M. Berger- 
Levrault supports this view in a note following his description of the 
1857 series, wherein he briefly says: “ It is not certain the 12 c. stamp 
was in circulation.” The true explanation of the creation of this stamp 
is probably indicated by the date which M. Mahe gives as that of its 
emission—1860. It may be only a guess, but I imagine it to be a cor- 
rect one, and if we take it for granted that this 12 c. was, so to say, 
issued in 1860, we can at once account with reasonable probability for 
its never having been in circulation. 


Let it be borne in mind, first, that it was in 1860 that a new type 
and series was issued, which included the 12 cuartos. It follows that 
some considerable time previously the authorities resolved on making 
such changes in the rates as wonld make a 12 c. nesessary. What then 
more probable than that their first idea was to promulgate the altered 
rate at once, and pending the preparation of a new type, to employ the 
old one, that of 1855-7, for the tabrication of a stamp of tiie required 
value? The order given, the dies were prepared, the supplies were 
struck off and handed to the post-office, and there they must have re- 
mained. What may have been the causes which influenced the authori- 
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ties to reconsider their decision, it is not important to us to discover : 
perhaps the new series may have been so nearly completed by the time 
the stock of the old type was ready, that it was deemed unwise to issue 
a stamp which would either have to be recalled after a few weeks’ cur- 
rency, or which, if continued in circulation conjointly with the new se- 
ries, would have destroyed the uniformity of the latter, and have had a 
tendency to create contusion. 

Of the sudden issuing of a counter-order respecting the supply of 
this stamp, we have, 1 think, indirect evidence ip the existence of so 
many ungummed copies. Of these latter I regret I have not a speci 
men to compare with my gummed copy, having never, in fact, c ired to 
obtain one, but my impression is that they are identical in point of de- 
sign, and on second thought l am inclined to believe that the apparent 
difference in the paper may be due simply to the gum, which is “‘crink- 
led” in eve ry direction 

As the ungummed are so common, it would seem as if the order coun- 
termanding the emission was received at a very early stage in th appli- 
cation of the finishing touch to the supplies printed, or it may be that 
the adhesive specimens will ultimately prove as numerous as their com- 
panions, and that it is only now that the authorities or other the pos- 
sessors of the stock of these stamps have struck upon the cummed 
“¢ strata.” 

It remains now only to say, that the 12 cuartos—or, at any rate, my 
specimen—is identical in type with the other stamps of the 1857 type, 
saving the difference in the lower marginal label. The other stamps 
have the value in white letters, on a dark ground, but in this one the 
label was cut aw: y, the space left white, and the value inscribed there- 
on in colored letters: these letters are larger than those <¢ n the other 
value, as in making the change alluded to, the network spandrels were 
cut into, and thus a wider margin was formed. My own copy, like all 
I have seen, except a few new ones which passed through my hands 
some years ago, is cancelled by horizontal pen-and-ink lines, ruled in 
the post-office to prevent its being fraudulently employed.

Reviews of Philatelic Publications. 


The International Postag: Stamp Album, by J. Walter Scott. Second 
Edition. New York: Scorr & Co. A newand revised edition of this 
popular album has just been issued. It is printed on one side of very 
heavy paper, of a delicate, neutral tint, and has an equal quantity of 
leaves, with simply a border around, bound up with the designed 
pages, so that. it is very doubtful if the owner will ever be pressed for 
room, unless he should live to be a very oldman. The binding is very 
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elegant and substantial, it evidently being intended as an elegant 
holiday present, and but few copies have been printed. The few er- 
rors in the first edition have been corrected, and the new issues added. 
Altogether, we must pronounce it the handsomest album yet issued. 


Postal Scraps. 


THe Postat Service 1n Persta.—An article in L’ Orient I/lustre 
declares that a postal system has been maintained in Persia for the 
last twelve years, but insufficiently responding to the needs of the 
population. It was merely the couriers of the several European lega- 
tions, who set out once a-week with letters for the interior, on condi- 
tion of never deviating from the direct route. The earliest sei vice 
was established between the capital and the villages of Shemiran, 
where the upper classes pass the summer. A horseman, in red and 
green uniform, booted and spurred, with posthorn and all, sets out at 
sunrise from Teheran. After repairing to the residence of the king of 
kings, one hour’s distance from the city, he bears his letters to the 
different villages. This distribution takes about three hours. To- 
wards noon he sets off on the return journey, distributing as he goes, 
and receiving other letters for dropping on the way, or delivering at 
Teheran. He is always supplied with postage stamps for sale in the 
villages and private houses. The preparation of these stamps has 
been dfficult; for the nonce, a sufficient quantity was fabricated by 
means of a hand-press. In six weeks, a wonderfully brief period for 
the purpose, a great number of pupils have been taught to read ad- 
dresses in French. Ten schools have been established wherein young 
Persians receive instruction in postal service and the French lan- 
guage. There are two post-offices at Teheran distinguished by the 
Persian emblems of the lion and sun; and at the military encampment 
in the neighbourhood of the shah’s residence, where ten thousand 
men bivouac, a native telegraphist is charged with the management 
of the post. The couriers are strictly punctual, and announce their 
arrival and departure by the sound of the post-horn.—The Philatalist. 

THe Postat Unron.—A despatch from Berne announces that Braz |, 
the Dutch and the Spanish colonies, Ceylon, and some other British 
colonies, have joined the postal union. The Portuguese colonies, Hong 
Kong, Japan and the Argentine Republic have signified their desire to 
enter also.

stamps would still be used, as the frequent changes of postage stamps 
in that country must make people rather shy of purchasing stamps in 
large quantities, especially in troublesome times. These surcharges are 
found in blue and black. Another surcharge—used at the same time 
in Madrid only—reads: HABILITADO POR LA JUNTA REVOLUCIONARIA. 
The different types used on the various stamps of this period would 
probably amount to over a hundred.

Excepting the 12 cents, all the stamps of this issue are found in at 
least two distinct shades, and the 5 and 24 cent in three or four. The 
yellow brown shade of the five cent isscarce. The entire series exists 
with and without a rectangular embossment on the back ; this is 
of two sizes, the first issued being much the larger: it was in- 
tended to break the fibre of the paper so that the cancelling ink 
would penetrate instead of merely overspreading its surface, thus pre- 
venting the cleaning and using of a stamp a second time.

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The preceding set, with the exception of the 10 cent stamp, were 
originally engraved with the figures of value on a small shield, and in 
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that state had a very beautiful appearance ; but the Post Office De- 
partment ordered the figures to be enlarged to their present dispropor- 
tionate size, to make them more prominent, without regard to the fact 
that the beauty of the various designs was marred thereby. Proof speci- 
mens with small figures a-e sometimes met with, but are very scarce, 
almost unobtainable, except on the breaking up of a large collection. 
Numerous and beautiful essays were prepared and submitted at this 
time, but a description of them is hardly within the limits of the present 
work. Each stamp of the series had the rectangular embossment as a 
preventive against their being used a second time. Slight variations in 
color are ‘ound in most of the values. The whole series was withdrawn 
before it had been in use a single year. It was almost universally con- 
demned by the press of the country, for some unaccountable reason, for 
surely more beautiful or appropriate stamps wever nere used. For beauty 
and accuracy of engraving, the 15 and 24 cent stamps stand alone, be- 
ing microscopic copies of two immense pictures hanging in the Rotunda 
of the Capitol at Washington, and, as a whole, the series is fully equal 
in every respect to any issued before or since. See page 141, Vol. LII, 
American Journal of Philately, for interesting particulars with reference 
to the withdrawal of this series, and page 36, Vol. II, for remarks on 
the various designs. 

So-called “Specimens” of all the preceding stamps issued by the 
General Government, from 1847 to 1869, inclusive, are sold at the Gen- 
eral Post Office in Washington, at face,value. Motives of self-defence 
undoubtedly led the Post Office Department into the error of issuing 
these stamps; innumerable letters were received, asking for and offering 
to buy obsolete stamps, and, to meet this demand, large quantities of 
reprints were struck from such dies as had been retained, and, it is gen- 
erally believed, from new dies, when the old ones had been lost or de- 
stroyed; and the appearance of several of the stamps certainly sustains 
the presumption, notably the issue of 1847. Fortunately for collectors, 
the originals cannot be confounded with these valueless specimens or re- 
prints, and the following statement of differences will enable the most 
inexperienced to detect them by comparison. 

1847 Issur. 

The “specimens” are not the same size as the originals, being shorter 

and wider than they (the originals) are. 
1851 Issue. 

The unperforated stamps of this series have not been reprinted. The 
Reprints have larger perforations than the originals, and can be very 
readily detected by comparison. 

1861 Issue. 
The color of the Reprints is deeper and brighter than that of the 
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originals, and has a much fresher appearance. Thic is true for every 
value of the series, and is so marked that it can be detected at a glance. 
1869 Issux. 

The originals all had the rectangular embossment, the reprints are 
without it. This is a sure test, and collectors are to be congratulated 
that it exists, for it would otherwise be very difficult to discriminate 
between them, the reprints being very nearly perfect in all other 
respects.

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The Portuguese Colonies.

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The reported issue of a set of stamps for the Cape Verd Islands 
naturally directs the attention of all philatelists to the possessions of 
Portugal, and for ease of reference may be given as follows:

The postage stamps used in the colonies are of three different types, 
which are so used at present, that we can at once determine the quar- 
ter of the globe in which the colony is situated. 

The first type is the same as that used in the mother country, sur- 
charged with the name of the colony. It has surprised many collec- 
tors that the important colonies of the Azores and Madeiras should 
use surcharged stamps, while the almost unknown islands of St Thome 
and Principe are supplied with stamps of a special design. This is 
accounted for by the fact of the Azores and Madeira being regarded 
by administrative as forming a part of the kingdom of Portugal. 

The next type is used exclusively in the African possessions, which 
are divided into six colonies; of these three have already been sup- 
plied with postage stamps, and we should not be surprised if the next 
mail from Mozambique brought us specimen of stamp from there also. 
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The populations of Ajuda and Bissao being so small, it is doubtful if 
we shall have the pleasure of seeing them represented in our albums. 

The following notes will probably be acceptable to our readers: 

The Cape Verd Islands were discovered about 1450 by the Portu- 
guese, in whose uninterrupted possession they have remained ever 
since. They are situated in the Atlantic Ocean, 320 m. west of Cape 
Verd, between lat. 14° 45’ and 17° 12’ N. and lon. 22° 45' and 25° 25 
W. The area is 1,649 square miles, and the population in 1869 was 
70,164. The islands are of voleanic origin, and a volcano still exists 
on the island of Fogo. The archipelago consists of the following four- 
teen islands: Sal, Boavista, Mayo, Santiago, Fogo, Brava, Grande, 
Rombo, Sao. Nicolao, Santa Luzia, Bianco, Razo Sao. Vicente and 
Santo Antonio. The climate is very unhealthy for Europeans, and 
there is a great scarcity of trees and water; sometimes no rain falls 
for several seasons, and then the suffering of the inhabitants is ex- 
treme. In 1852, after a three years’ drought, 30,000 persons perished. 
Santiago is the principal island, it being about fifty miles long and 
twenty-ihree broad in its widest part; the population is about 22,000. 
The governor resides at Porto Praya, a fortified seaport town of this 
island, with about 2,000 inhabitants. 

The third type is peculiar to the African possessions, but we are in- 
clined to think that the stamps are of native workmanship, in which 
case it is not likely that, in the event of Timor or Macao requiring 
stamps, this primitive design would be employed. We wish the prob- 
abilities were otherwise, as it is pleasing to think how much informa- 
tion would indirectly be conveyed by a postage stamp. 


Newly Issued Stamps. 


Care Verp Istanps.—The year 1877 bids fair to rival any of its pre- 
decessors in the number of countries gathered to the 
philatelic fold. Last month we welcomed a Spanish 
colony, and now we open our albums for one of Por- 
tugal’s dependencies. The stamps, as will be seen 
by our engraving, are of the same type as used in 
the other African possessions of Portugal, The 
colors and values are as follows:

Mexico, Campechy.—Through the kindness of Mr. Roeder, we are 
enabled to describe two stamps which came from Mexico by the last 
mail; they are evidently provisionals, and probably issued by some in- 
surgent chief, and will undoubtedly rank with the celebrated Guada- 
lajaras in rarity. The design consists of two oval handstamps; the 
upper one, being devoid of design, is inscribed as follows: apmon GRAL 
DE CORREOs above; in the centre en below camprecHueE; the lower oval 
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has in the center the Mexican arms enclosed in oval, inscribed: yera- 
TURA DE HACIENDA DEL ESTADO DE CAMPECHE; over the upper oval 
the value is printed in black, in large figures, while a written paraph 
partly covers the two. The stamps are evidently handstamped in 
sheets, as the specimen before us shows part of the one adjoining ;

Our Hobbies.

Now collectors can be divided into several classes :— scientific, anti- 
quarian, artistic, historical, sentimental,—and last, but certainly not 
least, fashionable! To the scientific collectors are due our great mu- 
seums of geology, natural history, medicine, &c.; to the antiquarians 
those collections of arms, coins, old books, manuscripts, and other relics 
of a half-forgotten past, which we find scattered about, more especially 
upon the continent; to the artists the world’s grand gallerics of pic- 
tures; to the historical collectors the many relics which are made inter- 
esting to us by their association with personages and events of olden 
time. The treasures of the sentimental collector are chiefly valuable 
to himself—or herself—alone; tor we cannot say that old love-letters, 
locks of hair, &c., &c., are particularly precious to the world in general. 
And with regatd to the fashionable collectors, the things which they 
patronize, though so eagerly sought after at the time, soon go out of 
fashion again, and become valueless to their possessors. 

But with regard to our favorite pursuit, our hobby,—in which cata- 
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logue are we to place it ?—are we to call it scientific, or antiquarian, or 
artistic, or historical, or sentimental, or fashionable? Well, I think we 
shall not be going too far in saying that it may be placed in al/ these 
categories. For instance,—the scientific man can find something to in- 
terest himself in the various machines and processes connected with the 
manufacture of postage stamps; the antiquarian can even now, or at 
any rate in a few years will, find that stamps possess a value for him; 
the artist must have been interested in them from the very first; the 
historian sees that they are a very accurate memento of contemporary 
history; the sentimental ones can look on them with interest for the 
sake of the persons who once handled them; and the fashionable col- 
lectors value them because—well, because they are the fashion! 


Now I think that the secret of the steady success of stamp-collecting 
lies in the fact that it may be made to interest all these various people, 
and this is why we find it in vogue in every class, and every rank of so- 
ciety. And so, though one may get tired of it, another begins to take 
it up; in fact, we may safely say that there will always be found some 
to take an interest in our hobby. At first it was confined chiefly to 
children, but now we find that the wisest and greatest are not ashamed 
to make a collection For my own part, I may say that I have been a 
collector ever since 1862, and I have lost none of my interest in stamps 
since then. The thing which first set me steadily to work was seeing a 
“coll-ction” in the exhibition of that year, but I had a few stamps even 
before then, though I had not known that any one else was doing the 
same thing. So far, then, as I myself was concerned, the idea w s 
original, up to 1862. The reader will laugh when [ tell him that all [ 
possessed, up to that date, were a few of the then current Badens and 
of the “Turn and Taxis” stamps! These, closely clipped as they are, 
I still keep, in memory of the commencement of my collection. So far, 
only, I may be called a sentimental collector. 

Now let us see what are the prospects of philately. It is, as I have 
said, no longer confin d to boys, but has become a pursuit and amuse- 
ment to grown-np people, yes, even to “grave and reverend seniors.” 
Therefore, though boys may tire of it, there will be no likelihood of its 
soon falling into decay, because it is now cultivated by those who have 
more perseverance than the proverbial sch:olboy. 

But then there arises another question, and that is, what is to be 
done when our collections are complete? But can a collection ever be- 
come complete? I think not; at all events, there will continually be 
new issues, and new countries joining the list of those already issuing; 
so that even if we could complete our collections up to to-day, there 
would be something new for to-morrow. 

And therefore we need have little fear that our favorite pursuit will 
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ever come to an untimely end for want of the necessary materials ; 
and though our collections may grow more and more bulky, we shall 
never be obliged to lay them by as finished works. I know that non- 
collectors will think that it is rather a funny argument in favor of our 
hobby, that it can never be entirely brought to an end; but I honestly 
believe that if we could soon obtain all the stamps which exist, or 
will exist, we should very soon cease to care very much for our com- 
pleted collections. I know that, in my own case, I should not take 
half the interest that I do in my stamps, if I had a specimen or two 
of every stamp which has ever been issued from the beginning; and I 
dare say some of my readers will think with me on this point. 

There is another thing which is a drawback, in the eyes of some, 
and that is the prevalence of forgeries. But I think it is only very 
young collectors who need be afraid of these formerly much-dreaded 
“bogeys” of philately! We are getting a great deal too wary now to 
be easily taken in by the shabby lithographs which seem to be the 
stock-in-trade of the forgers; and I fancy it is only among the most 
juvenile of our confréres that there is any sale at all for this sort of 
rubbish. And if we are occasionally deceived, we may comfort our- 
selves by the thought that those who ride other hobbies are quite as 
likely to be dec eived in their pursuit as we in ours. And so those 
who may be inclined to sneer at our hobby on account of the thousand 
and one forgeries to be met with, can be reminded by us that there 
have been such things known as forged old manuscripts, as “brumma- 
gem”’ old coins, as counterfeit “‘old masters,” as newly-manufactured 
old china, as made-up fossils and other geological and mineralogical 
specimens, as sham relics, &c.; so that we are not one atom worse 
than our neighbors in this respect. 

This present age of ours has been called “the age of shams,” and | 
think with justice, for there is always some new sham turning up; 
whether it be a new sect, or a new patent medicine, &c. And certain- 
ly, to say the least of it, the shams with which we are favored are 
wuch less likely to deceive than most of those above-mentioned; and, 
mdeed, with the help of the magazines, all the most likely forgeries 
ine exposed before tuey have time to do much harm. 
arl think, then, that our hobby will bear comparison with any of those 

hich have, from time to time, engaged the attention of the public 
or any portion of it; and if any should laugh at us, we can return the 
compliment. And though the fashion may change. though school- 
boys may tire of collecting, there is still a future for philately; and 
the collector of ove hundred years hence will have reason to thank us 
of the present day, who have spent so much time, and money, and 
patience on this our hobby. 
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Two Spanish Stamps. 
BY OVERY TAYLOR, 
I].—Tue Two Cuartos or THE 1854 Series 
(Translated from “‘ Le Timbre-Poste.”) 

There has been exhumed from some waste paper—we say waste paper, 
as we might say just as well, secretaire, drawer, &c., &c., for the fact 
is we do not know where the exhumation took place—a 2 cuartos, 1854 
(arms), which we shall introduce to our readers a little further on, and 
which, strange to say, has remained unknown up to the present time. 

Let us, however, first consider the origin of the 2 cuartos. The rate 
for local correspondence having been extended and fixed at 2 cuartos 
for all the towns of Spain, a privilege previously enjoyed by the Mad- 
rid alone, the 2c. green, with arms, undated, which we are all acquainted 
with, made its appearance in September, 1854. It replaced at Madrid, 
the 1 c. bear, to which the forethoughttul administration had already 
prepared a successor of the same type, the 2 cuartos, which was never 
in circulation. It will be remembered that at that date the rate was 
divided by moiety between the sender and the receiver, each one paying 
a cuarto, the first on prepaying his letter, the second on receiving it 
This signature presented no slight inconvenience, as may well be sup- 
posed, the 2 c. then was created to unite the two charges. 

As a rule this stamp was printed in green, more or less pale, on pa- 
per slightly tinted, later on, at a date which we are not in a postion to 
fix, the impression was made in yellow-green, and dark yellow-green, on 
white paper a trifle thicker, and so continued, in all probability, until 
the end of March, 1855, when the new series appeared(with the effigy 
of Isabella II.) printed on bluish laid paper, with watermark of loops. 

It is on this same watermarked paper that this 2 cuartos now comes 
to us. Was this variety in circulation, or was it not ? Either supposi- 
tion is equally admissible. We ourselves should be tempted to believe 
that the stamps were in use, although, so far as we can say, our copy 
is the only one as yet known. 

W hen it is considered that the 2 c. on white paper, which had a five 
months’ currency, is of extreme rarity, is it to be wondered at that we 
have never met with the one on bluish paper, which perhaps only saw 
the light during a period whichcannot have exceeded one month ? How- 
ever it may be, we do not despair of being able shortly to elucidate the 
question. 

Our copy is, as we havesaid, on blue laid paper, with loop watcrmark. 
The paper is rather thick, and the laid lines very distinct, a rewark 
which holds good respecting the 1855 series, the stamps of which are 
found both on thin paper and on card, as we recently announced. In 
conclusion, our stamp is dark green, and the impression demonstrates to 
the least observant, that it dates from 1855, and not from 1869. What 
shall we say to it ? 
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Very little used, except in Cincinnati, Ohio, and Philadelphia, Pa. 
None were issued after Jan. 27, 1852. This stamp has been re-printed 
by the Post Office Department, but with perforations, which readily 
distinguishes it. Unperforated reprints are also common; in tact, most 
of the specimens of this stamp offered for sale are of this class. 


_ All of the Carriers’ Stamps were issued to prepay the charge for de- 
livery of letters from the Post office to the residence of any individual. 
The very short time that the stamps remained in use would seem to in- 
dicate that the system was a failure, or that the use of stamps of this 
description was not the readiest means of collecting the fee. For in- 
teresting particulars concerning these stamps see page 93, Vol. II., 
“American Journal of Philately.”

The foregoing stamps were prepared by the Continental Bank Note 
Company of New York City, and are certainly as beautiful in every 
way as any that have been issued by any Government. 
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The singular use to which these stamps are putis worthy of mention, and the necessity for such 
elaborate designs and beautiful workmanship (to say nothing of cost) is not at all apparent. Papers for 
subscribers living beyond the limits of the county in which the papers are published, are made up in 


bulk in the publication office, taken to the Post Office and there weighed; the necessary postage is paid 
to a clerk, who furnishes the publisher with a receipt for the amount. To the sheets of these receipts 
are affixed the stamps representing the postage, which are cancelled by pinching a large hole through 
them, and both are kept in the Post Office Department as vouchers for the postage paid. The most sin 
gular feature of the whole transaction is that the stamps are not affixed to the newspapers themselves 


and never pass through the mails.

There are four distinct types of this stamp—depending upon the 
extent of the engine turned work at each side or the solid label above 
bearing the value—this will readily be understood from an examina- 
tion of the cuts. In one case the label is quite small and the letters of 
the word THREE very close together, the amount of engine turned work 
being correspondingly greater; in the other the solid label is much 
more extensive, the letters of the word THREE farth.r apart, and the 
engine-turned work proportionately less. In each case the engine- 
turned work is finished off with a curve and also with a straight line, 
thus constituting our well defined varieties. Which of the four varie- 
ties was first issued it is impossible to say, but every indication, except 
that of similarity of design, points to Cut No. 1, as having been the first 
used. Stamped Envelopes being issued for the first time, immense 
quantities would necessarily be sent out to supply the wants of the 
many Post Offices throughout the country, and these stamps would be 
much less likely to become rare than any varieties issued subsequently. 
It takes a long time for most of our Post Offices to work off a stock of 
stamped envelopes, and as others are only supplied in this event, I ven- 
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ture to say that a large majority of them never received but the one 
kind. Now, this variety (Cut 1,) is very common, used, and is known 
to have been used during the whole time, from the first till the series 
was withdrawn, while those with a wide label, and especially those with 
the engine-turned work finished off with a straight line, are exceedingly 
rare. I therefore infer that the latter were in use last, and were sup- 
plied to very few post offices for the reasons given. The color of these 
stamps varies from a dull to a bright rich red. 
August 3d, 1855,

Color varieties of the two preceding stamps exist; two, at least, of 
thered, and three or four of the green. All of these stamps being imper- 
fect and liable to counterfeited, the greater portion of them were des- 
troyed March 18th, 1854, and new dies issued of same design. Some 
of the old dies (for 3 cents) retained as available, have the engine- 
turned sides with curves close up to the letters, thus constituting sev- 
eral varieties. The new ones all have straight lines, more or less near 
to the letters. This, from the records of the Post Office Department, 
accounts for the known “die” varieties of these stamps, and furnishes 
some evidence, from official sources, of the correctness of the argument 
advanced above, that the variety, with small label, engine-turned work 
close up to letters, and ending in a curve, was first used The two 
“die” varieties of the 3 cent, the difference being in the arrange- 
ment of the hair and cue, are displayed in the cuts ; there are three 
varieties of the six cents red, having the same points of difference. The 
white lines forming the oval frame are much heavier in some impres- 
sions than in others; this is due to the manner in which the impression 
was taken, and to the retouching of dies that had become worn by use.

All the envelopes upon which 
the preceding stamps are struck 
are made of a paper having 
as a water-mark the accompa- 
nying design. The letters U. 
8S. P. O. D., of course, stand for 
United States Post Office De- 
partment. From carelessness in 
cutting the envelopes, the water- 
mark is often found in different positions. White and buff envelopes 
were used, and all of the above series, including varieties, are found on 
both. There are numerous shades of the buff colored paper used, and 
other colors, such as lemon, brown-orang’, &c., but all are included un- 
der the one head, (buff), there are also several varieties of the white 
paper used. All the white paper used had parallel lines running 
through it which are oblique to the sides of the envelope after it is 
made up, “errors” are known with these lines runping horizontally 
across the envelope and in other directions, this also is due to careless- 
ness in cutting. All impressions are struck in the upper right hand 
corner of the envelopes, and most of the latter have, what are known 
as, the patent ruler lines, or three black bars printed upon the inner 
side of the right hand flap, so as to present, when folded, three lines to 
the writer, and thus insure a straight address ; running along diagonally 
the right side of the lines are the words (Pat. Nov. 20th, 1855). Many 
of the envelopes have printed along the lett side, (from bottom towards 
the top), “‘ Requests” to have the letter returned to the writer if not 
delivered or called for within a specified time. Cut specimens of all 
these stamps (except the rare variety of the 3 cent) are found with the 
lines in the paper, vertical, and are generally regarded as reprints, but 
there is good ground for believing that they are from envelopes which 
were spoilt in the stamping, (being fed in the wrong way) and this 
would account for the large margin which they generally have. The 
records of the Post Office Department indicate that the dies were des- 
troyed after the stamps were withdrawn. For the various sizes of en- 
velopes used, and for complete and interesting particulars regarding 
these details which do not come within the limit of this sketch, see

The Latest Swindle. 


It is now nearly two years since Mexico issued a 
series of stamps of the annexed design, the plainness 
of which seemed toinvite tie counterfeiter at the out- 
set, but when, as months rolled round, it was found 
that very few of these stamps were used, and the de- 
mand for them by collectors could not be supplicd 
by cancelled specimens, it is no wonder that the 
counterfeiters at once embraced an opportunity so 
inviting, but the fear of the law was evidently before 
their eyes, they had a vivid recollection of Patroni and the U. 8. Court, 
therefore, although they were afraid to counterfeit the stamps, they 
concluded to meet the case half way and got out a bogus set, this they 
accomplished by counterfeiting the design and printing it in red, but 
we are very doubtful if this device would screen them from the legal 
liabilities of the case. The first move of the gang was to endeavour to 
get the stamps chronicled in the ‘‘ JourRNAL,” accordingly, a few days 
before we went to press last month a s.mple stamp was sent to us to 
notice, doubtless, thinking that in the hurry it would be chronicled 
without due examination ; in this, however, they were mistaken, as its 
fraudulent character was at once seen, although we did not have space 
to expose the humbug in the last number. So that our readers may be 
enab'el to distinguish those impostures ata glance we will first describe 
the genuine set, which are only printed in black, the counterfeits being 
found we are informed in both red and black. 

The set consists of the following values : 

2c, 5e., 10c., 12¢., 20¢., 23e., 50c., 60c., 75c., 85e , and 100c, litho- 
graphed in black on white unvarnished paper. The 2c., 12c., and 20c. 
show by a square line enclosing the figure 2 in each case, that 
the transfer from which these were printed was altered from some 
other value. Tuis peculiarity has not been preserved in the counter- 
feit, but as it is but the work of one second, the counterfeit blocks may 
be altered at any time. Not having copies of the 60c., 75c., and 80c, 
before us, we are unable to say if these show marks of alteration, but 
are inclined to think they do. Im the 2, 10,12 and 20c., the word 
CENTAVOS is directly over the letters kTE DE m. In the 25, 50, and 
100c. CENTAVOS is more extended and occupies the space above ORTE DE 
ma aud part of the r. The counterfeits are all printed from one block 
which has evidently been copied from the first type. To make the di:- 
ferences we are describing intelligible, it is necessary to state that designs 
produced by lithography are first drawn or printed on paper with a 
peculiar ink and then transferred to the stone, so it will be seen that 
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any style of work can be used in wood engraving after the design is 
drawa or transferred to the block of wood, the first work of the artist 
is to cut a fine line round the figures, this is called outlining, and 
although a good workman makes these lines so fine that they are not 
noticeable, still by the aid of a glass they can always be seen, these 
lines are used as a guide to cut by, and it is impossible to do good work 
without them. By looking at the cut at the head of the article, the 
line running round the figures 10 and each letter of the word cENTAVos 
are distinctly visible ; it would also be noticed tht the lines of the 
background under the word cenTAvos do not run perfectly straight or 
even, because to cut these lines perfectly on a wood block would be very 
difficult, and to make them exactly like the genuine stamp impossible. 
Some of these difficulties present themselves to the lithographer, be- 
cause the oval space in the center of the stamp is ruled all over by a 
machine, and the figure of value and word centavos drawn over the 
line ; by bearing these facts in mind it will be impossible for the reader 
to be deceived by any wood engraving of a steel plate or lithographed 
stamp. 

The counterfeit before us consist of the following values, 2c, 12c. and 
75c., all printed in red, they are cancelled by ink or pencil marks and 
surcharged VERACRUZ in black, the peculiarity of the white line sur- 
rounding the figures in the value will not be noticed, because the block 
has been engraved with the exception of the value which has been 
printed on afterwards, but the lines under the word centavos are not as 
well executed as in our cut, and present a very ragged and meagre ap- 
pearance.

The New U. S. Stamp Contract. 


Last week Mr. Key, the new Postmaster General, heard counsel in 
the matter of the awa-d of the contract for furnishing postage stamps 
for the postal service for a contract term of four years, from the Ist of 
May next. The lowest bidder under the invitation for proposals issued 
by the Department was the Standard Publishing Company, of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y.—a newspaper, job printing and lithographing establishment, 
whose bid was $9 95 per 1,000 stamps. The next bidder was the Con- 
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tinental Bank Note Company, which bid $9.98. On the basis of the 
bid, the Publishing company would be entitled to the contract, but the 
Bank Note company protest against such an award on the ground that 
the invitation was only extended to steel plate engravers and plate 
printers, which the Standard company does not claim to be, and hence 
their proposal should not have been received. They further urge that 
under the advertisement the Postmaster General reserves the right to 
reject any and all bids, if deemed to the interest of the Government so 
to do. They assert that public policy requires the rejection of the 
Standard Company’s bid, for the reasons: 

First—That correspondence between Washington and Syracuse 
would occupy one day longer than with New York city, causing that 
much delay in the filling of orders. 

Second—That one-ninth of all the stamps sold are sold at the New 
York Post Office, and that the transportation of stamps to that city 
would amount to as much as all that is saved by the lower bid. 

Third—That a considerable expense would be incurred in fitting up 
a stamp office at Syracuse, which would be saved if the work was done 
at New York city, where it is now performed. 

The Standard Company insists on the execution of the spirit of tie 
law, and the award of the contract to the lowest bona fide bidders. 
They assert that it is through competition that the present prices have 
been reduced trom $14.99 per 1,000 to the present proposed rates. 
The difference: in price is but trifling, and would only amount to about 
$200 per year, or $800 during the term of four years; but there is 
an important principle involved, which the department is now called 
on to decide. 

The number- of stamps used annually is about 700,000,000, and 
the number is increasing each year. 

Postmaster General Key listened to counsel on either side with 
much attention, and finally decided to award the contract to the 
Continental Bank Note Company, on the ground that the Standard 
Company were not plute printers, and that the convenience of hav- 
ing the work executed in New York would more than counter- 
balance the 3 cents per thousand difference in the cost. 


By this decision it seems doubtful if we shall have a new set of 
stamps. 





Provisional Stamps. 
A PRIZE ESSAY (ABRIDGED) BY G. H. HANKINSON, 
Probably there is no branch in the whole range of philatelic study 
which affords greater interest than provisional stamps ; and posses- 
sors of specimens of this class are in many cases entitled to regard 
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them with pride, and as supporting their claims to be considered ener- 
getic and quick-sighted collectors. It is particularly necessary with 
a provisional stamp to seize the earliest opportunity of obtaining it, 
for to pass a specimen frequently results either in failure to get it at 
all, or in having to pay a price which during its brief currency, would 
have purchased dozens. 

Provisional stamps may be divided intoeight classes, viz:—1. Stamps 
used by a provisional government. 2. Stamps issued in time of war. 
3. Stamps issued dnring a temporary failure of supplies of the kind 
ordinarily used. 4. Stamps temporarily issued on the first introduc- 
tion of a new or independent postal system. 5. Stamps issued owing 
to a previously-current series or value having been forged. 6. Tem- 
porary stamps issued on a change of postal rates. 7. Stamps issued 
on the absolute transfer of the ‘“‘ ownership” of a country. 8. Stamps 
employed from motives of economy (to use up old stock). 

1.—Stamps issued by a provisional government.—These are rather 
numerous, Chief among them are the various series used in the I[tal- 
ian states, as one by one they went to form what is now united Italy; 
the HABILITADO stamps of Spain, Porto Rico, and the Phil:ppine 
Islands, issued in 1868-9; the resuscitated early Mexicans, with Go- 
thic surcharge; the lithographed French Republic (Bordeaux) ; and 
the Guadalajara. Many stamps of this class, especially obliterated 
specimens, are very scarce; witness the 3 tornese (arms or cross) of 
Naples, the 3 lire Tuscany, and all the Guadalajara. 

2.—Stamps issued in time of war.—The chief representatives of this 
class are, of course, what are commonly called Alsace-Lorraine stamps ; 
and to the best of my recollection the 1864 Holstein, or some of them, 
were issued under very similar circumstances. Some of the labels 
issued by Confederate postmasters, prior to the general issue author- 
ized by the Confederate government, may also, perhaps, be included 
under this head, and these are all more or less rare. The Alsace 
stamps are of too recent date to be scarce, and the Holstein, though 
not often pushed for sale, are still catalogued at low prices. 

3—Stamps issued during a temporary failure of supplies of the kind 
ordinarily used.—This is a very extensive class. The British Colonies 
alone offer a fair variety. Beginning with the rare provisionals of 
british Guiana, 1856 and 1862, those of the Cape ot Good Hope (wood- 
blocks and surcharged), Trinidad (wood-blocks), Shanghai, Bermuda, 
and Western Australia (surcharged), and the “Service” stamps of 
India, formed out of revenue labels, may be instanced. The necessity 
for the issue of these stamps appears to have arisen from the colonies 
in question obtaining their supplies from the mother country. Among 
foreign states, the provisionals of Servia (arms), Brazil (figure, per- 
forated), Roumania (50 b., bearded portrait), and the HaBitirapvo Phil- 
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ippines issued in 1874 may be referred to. The rarity of stamps of 
this class depends to a great extent on the length of time during 
which they had currency, and of course on the number prepared. In 
several cases the supplies printed were very small. 

4,.—Stamps temporarily issued on the first introduction of a new or in- 
dependent postal system.—It has occasionally happened that, when a 
state adopts the system of prepayment by stamps, it is desired to 
bring it into operation without delay, and pending the preparation of 
labels of suitable design, some temporary makeshift is adopted. The 
first issue for the Straits Settlements is an example of this class, and 
probably the first issue for British Guiana and the lithographed Hun- 
garian ought to be included in the same catagory, together with the 
stamps issued by the postmasters of New York, Prov idence, St. Louis, 
&e. . 

5.—Stamps issued owing to a previously current series or value hav- 
ing been forged.—Spain stands nearly alone in having been obliged 
to issue stamps of this class; for notwithstanding the almost annual 
emission from that country, the 20 centimos 1866, and apparently the 
10 centimos (arms) of 1874, had to be specially issued to circumvent 
the machinations of the forgers. It is said that the “ counter-seal”’ 
on the Salvador stamps is surcharged for a similar purpose, though 
one would have thought that if a really dangerous forgery of such 
well-engraved stamps had been concocted, it would have been e asy also 
to copy the surcharge which is frequently so badly struck on the gen- 
uine stamps as to be illegible. 

6.—Stamps issued on a change of postal rates.—The 1 franc Lux- 
emburg (surcharged on the 374c.), India, 6 annas (abbreviated bill 
stamp), Buenos Ayres (steamship, 4 reales and 1 peso), Uruguay, 1866 
(surcharged), and Victoria, id. and 9d. (surcharged), are examples of 
this class. 

7.—Stamps issued on the absolute transfer of the “ ownership” of a 
country.—Everyone will of course, think of the doubly-surcharged Fiji 

as an example of this class, and it would perhaps be difficult to find a 
sovellal case. 

8.—Stamps employed from motives of economy (to use up old stock.)— 
The French Colonies (head of emperor, unperforated) and the enve- 
lopes of the German States, with surcharged adhesives stuck over the 
embossed stamps, fall under this head. These stamps are perhaps 
hardly admissible as forming a class of provisionals, inasmuch as they 
were not provided to meet any pressing demand; but the period of 
currency was, like that of provisional stamps in general, very brief. 

In conclusion, [ would recommend all collectors, and especially those 
who have only recently joined the philatelic ranks, to lose no opportu- 
nity of acquiring provisionals of all kinds, for though they may not

be equal in design and execution to some of the more permanent issues, 
yet they often afford curious examples of native workmanship, and of 
the straits to which post-offices may be reduced; whilst it is undenia- 
ble that a much larger proportion of provisionals, compared with the 
ordinary issues, attain in a few years a respectable degree of rarity.— 
The Philatelic Quarterly. 





What is a Postage Stamp? 
BY OVERY TAYLOR. 


This question suggested itself to the writer’s mind on reading the 
following paragraph of the article explanatory of the scope of Mr. 
Pemberton’s forthcoming catalogue, which appeared in a recent num- 
ber of The Philatelic Journal : 

‘*We confine ourselves strictly to stamps which prepay postage and 
that are sold to the public, thus totally ignoring chiffres-taze and such 
like rubbish for unpaid and returned letters, which everyone collects 
because they are adhesive usually, and tolerably-looking occasionally. 
What we want is consistency, and not ne edlessly to multiply species 
in face of the outcry raised by those who object to all varieties. And 
let us ask, where is the consiste ney of cataloguing stamps for unpaid 
letters, or stamps or envelopes for ‘letters returned to the sender? The 
latter are the more sensible, for they do carry the returned letter free. 
Such stamps as the Baden Landpost, Hanover Bestellgeld frei, and 
others, representing au extra tax or fee for delivery, we certainly cata- 
logue as quite within the province of our intentions.” 

From these remarks, which break fresh ground, it will be seen that 
the answer to the inquiry—What is a postage stamp?—cannot be 
without interest. 

The fact is, that collecting in its infancy was a pursuit conducted in 
such an utterly unscientific way, that many adhesives then secured 
recognition as postage stamps, which, if a code of rules for the guid- 
ance of collectors were now being laid down, would be rigorously ex- 
cluded. Anything which emanated from a post-office, or was in the 
least degree connected with it, was seized on with an indiscriminate 
ardor, and incorporated with the orthcdox emissions of a country. 
This weakness for things postal was fostered by the early catalogue 
makers, and is still but too frequently manifested. Thus it has often 
occurred that some particular impression or label belonging to a pre- 
viously unrecognized class, and possessing, perchance; a special claim 
to notice, has been favorably referred to by one or other of the maga- 
zines, and the attention thus paid to it has led to a demand, by the 
possessor of some heterogeneous collection, for the admission of the

whole species, on the ground that they all do the same duty. The 
vague uncertainty thus introduced, and the unrestrained elasticity of 
construction which results from it, combine to show that the time has 
arrived for establishing a clear definition of the term Postage stamp. 

The simplest answer to the query which heads these remarks is, 
that a postage stamp is a stamp that pays postage. A postage stamp, 
in other words, is the conventional sign adopted to evidence the pay- 
ment of a sum of money to secure the carriage of a letter or paper 
by the post-office to a given destination. Understood thus as an evi- 
dence of prepayment, the official, returned letter, and unpaid letter 
labels are not postage stamps.

Through the courtesy of a gentleman to whom our 
warmest thanks are due we are enabled to law before our 
readers a very interesting letter concerning the establish- 
m-nt of the delivery system in this city.

So much for the counterfeits ; we do not know their makers * or wi 
would expose them, but we do know that they are sold by at least on 
respectable dealer and by the small fry and stamp companies through- 
out the country. Of the latter we have nothing to say, for any one 
who deals with them deserves to be swindled; but we do desire to call 
dealers attention to the reprehensible practice of selling doubtful 
stamps, even if accompanied with a promise to refund the cash, if the 
stamps prove to be bogus; it is dishonest, and we think any respectable 
dealer would sooner loose the sale of a few hundred dollars’ worth of 
stamps, than take the risk, however slight, of selling a counterfeit or 
bogus stamp. Our publishers had a lesson once in the Berford stamps 
they were swindled with; of these they sold about a dozen sets, and, 
when they found out that they were frauds, advertised extensively to

One postman was to deliver the letterg 
and a clerk at $1,000 per annum was to look after the postman ani 
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take them back, but only succeeded in getting about half the number 
sold returned. The money still awaits its rightful owners, but it is 
doubtful if it will ever be called for. Our publishers make it a strict 
rule not to sell any stamps for which they cannot personally vouch; 
for this reason they have steadfastly refused to sell Cabul and other 
eastern stamps of doubtful authenticity, although some of them came 
from respectable dealers, and may be authentic and genuine. We 
hope this will be a lesson to respectable dealers, and ‘that in futore 
they will abstain from selling stamps which they cannot guarantee, for 
although they may return the money for the counterfeit stamps that 
are brought back by the buyer, there will always be a percentage of 
customers who will be disgusted at that style of dealing, and never re- 
turn to get back their money, and thus, “besides loosing a customer 
will be obliged to keep money not rightfully their own. 


* We have since been informed that the block was engraved by one Beyer, a well 
grown boy, who sells counterfeit stamps under the name of the Atlas Stamp C ompany, 
but even if he did not engrave the block, he certainly sold some of the first specimens 
we saw. 


What is a Postage Stamp ? 


BY OVERY TAYLOR. 
(Concluded.) 


Let us take first the orricrat stamps. No payment is made when 
they are attached to, or struck on the letters which bear them. They 
do not represent postage, but exemption from postage. The impressed 
stamps are not obliterated. They are hardly more than office seals. 
In Great Britain, they serve to show from what department a letter 
emanates, but the signature which accompanies them really contains 
the franking power. In point of fact, government communications 
enjoy the privilege of being carried free of any charge whatever ; and 
the marks they may bear, whic h merely indicate that they are govern- 
ment communications, cannot be considered as being, in any sense of 
the word, postage stamps. The adhesives, such as the Danish, the 
colonial “Service” stamps, &c., when we come to look the matter 
fairly in the face, are not entitled to more consideration than the 
handstamped impressions. They have a facial value, but, as I under- 
stand it, it is purely nominal and fictitious. They are issued, probab- 
ly, for the purpose of checking the weight and number of official let- 
ters and documents sent through the post, and perhaps also to pre- 
vent the abuse of the franking privilege by the government employés, 
who might be tempted to make free use of an office handstamp, but 
who are obliged to render a strict account of the employment of the 
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adhesive labels dealt out to them. Such being the case, they should 
in strictness be excluded ; that they are likely to be is another matter. 
The handstamps are very uninteresting objects for collections: and 
although the attempt has been made to introduce and classify them 
by a well-known writer, whose opinions no one respects more than I 
do, yet it is very evident that they will never be generally accepted. 
With the adhesives it is a different affair. The Spanish official have 
been included in every catalogue and prepared album that has been 
published. The Danish are generally admired, and the colonial Ser- 
vice stamps have found a place i in many collections. It is, perhaps, 
too much to ask philatelists to discard these stamps altogether, but 
ought they not to be kept quite apart from the postage stamp proper? 
Unrarp Letrrer Srames.—Among these are numbered the French 
chiffres-taxe, the Italian Seqna-tasse, “&e., &c. Judged literally by the 
standard we have set up at the commencement, these are not postage 
stamps, for so far from being evidences of prepayment, they are proofs 
of non-payment ; and most of them represent, not merely the postage 
of the leiter to which they are attached, but also a fine for the sender’s 
negligence. But, it may be urged, in arrest of judgment, they are 
put on in the post-office, and thua constitute the official certificate to 
the receiver that the letter-carrier is authorized to claim the amount 
which is “ figured” on them. In fact, though these stamps do not 
prepay, they, nevertheless, represent the postage ; and in the countries 
in which they are in use, they form the conventional sign of postage 
due. They are the admissible corollary of postage stamps proper ; 
the public, when it wishes to employ the services of the post-office, 
for convenience sake puts a label of given value on a letter, and the 
office is then bound to carry the letter ; if the office conveys an unpaid 
letter, for convenience sake it puts on a label representing the charge 
for carriage, and the receiver is obliged to pay if he wants his letter. 
It may be paradoxically put, that although you cannot buy an unpaid 
letter stamp, you have to pay for it, and payment is of “the essence 
of the contract.” For these reasons, I think that chiffre-tawe stamps 
are fairly collectable ; and Mr. Pemberton himself must surely modify 
his decision to include in the body of his forthcoming catalogue only 
stamps sold to the public, unless he is prepared to reject the “ unpaid 
letter” series of Turkey, which is used for correspondence from locali- 
ties where no postal agencies have as as yet been established. 
Rerurnep Lerrer Stamps appear to me to be totally unworthy of 
collection, A distinction must be drawn between stamps which, in 
one sense or another, represent postage, and merely postal stamps, 
such as the returned letter labels. Their apposition to a letter gives 
rise to no payment at either end, and as in the case of the official la- 
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bels, they in reality prove only exemption from postage. The return 
of an undelivered lett-r is a piece of courtesy on the part of the post- 
office, unless, indeed, it be considered that the ordinary postage stamp, 
attached on the departure of the letter, not only pays the carriage to 
destination, but also the return carriage in case of non-delivery. A 
returned letter label ir any case is a thing with which the public have 
nothing whatever to do; it simply forms part of the internal organi- 
zation of the postal service. We have no more need to concern our- 
selves with it, than we have to pay attention to the seals wherewith 
the mail-bags are fastened up ; and the assumed necessity for collect- 
ing them, has, I am inclined to believe, been felt to be irksome by 
many philatelists. 

Reaistration and Too-Late Stamps.—How far can these be con- 
sidered collectable ? They, like the returned letter labels, are por- 
tions of the internal economy of the post-office. In Great Britain, the 
word REGISTERED is struckon the letter with a handstamp, and the pay- 
ment of an extra penny stamp, to cover the fine for late postage is— 
in London, at any rate—indicated by the handstamp L. 1 or L. 2, as 
the case may be. We do not collect these handstruck impressi ns ; 
ought we collect the adhesive Victorian “ Registered” and “ Too- 
late” labels, the Trinidad ‘ Too-late,” the United States ‘“* Regis- 
tered,” &c. ? The class is not anumerous one, and, of the two kinds, 
one represents a specially guaranteed mode of transmission, the other 
an earlier despatch. These advantages are prepaid. Shall we then, 
for once, be inconsistent, and, whilst collecting the labels, the true 
offshoot of the handstamped words reject the uninteresting hand- 
stamped words ? I leave it to my readers to answer. 

Newsparer ImpresseD Stamps.—These area troublesome class of 
stamps, which have occasionally formed the subjects of more or less 
incomplete lists, and whose claims have been repeatedly urged by the 
few—shal]l we say happy ?—possessors of collections of them. My 
own impression is that they are not deserving of recognition. They 
were not sold to the public, nor struck on the papers by postal offi- 
cials, They were the means used of collecting an item in the Inland 
Revenue, and they lost any postal character they might have possessed 
fifteen days after the date of emission. I apprehend that most collec- 
tors would object to their being raked up from their obscurity and 
forced on them, under the pretext that they were postage stamps. 

Permit me, in conclusion, to invite my readers’ serious attention to 
the subject, for it will bear consideration; and if from the discussion 
some general rule, acceptable to the majority, can be established, as 
to the classes of stamps which are within, and those which are without 
the limits, my object in drawing attention to the matter will have 
been gained.

Woman’s SpHere 1N Postace Sramps. 

What is woman’s sphere ? Perhaps it is to collect postage stamps. 
Two years ago, a young woman who lives in a town in Connecticut 
while lying awake at that hour of the morning when Beecher is to 
think up his sermons, was suddenly struck with the noble scheme of 
collecting a million postage stamps. When she got up she imparted 
her secret to her friends, and expressed the opinion that she could get 
together that number of stamps by the expiration of two years. To 
encourage this magnificent industry, they promised her ponies, phae- 
tons, new dresses, diamonds and other articles without which the life 
of a young woman is but a howling wilderness, and she began her 
work under a stimulus the like of which, applied to some persons, 
might have set them to moving the Rocky mountains. In three 
months, it is now said, her task will be completed, and she will take 
those phaetons, etc. Her present accumulation amounts to nine hun- 
dred thousand stamps, and triumph is certain. Very likely her own 
sweet correspondence contributed much to her success by bringing 
her hundreds of them. If some man should accumulate seventeen 
millions of cigar stumps within a year and a half, he will deserve to 
be married to that young woman the moment he has completed his 
work. 

In Speakine or THE Finuanp Enve.ores, Dr. Gray says: This 
design was engraved for the envelopes of the second series issued in 
1850. Prior to its reissue as an adhesive, the two white dots or pearls 
in the openings of the horns were added, and are saidto be, in fact, 
the marks of two small nails inserted to hold the die. The absence of 
these dots will suffice to prove that a cut copy belongs to the envelope 
emission. Whilst the absence of the white dots referred to in the 
above is sufficient to prove that a cut copy of the design must 
be an envelope stamp, the converse does not hold good, except in re- 
spect of the 20 kop., seeing that fresh supplies of the 5 kop. and 10 
kop. were struck off after the issue of the adhesives, fromthe retouched 
dies. Each of the three values was separately engraved, and the 5. 
kop. and 10 kop. envelopes have been reprinted from the dies just as 
they stood after the addition of the two dots, whilst the reprint on the 
20 kop. is from a subsequently retouched die. Originals of these en- 
velopes are scarce. 

Tur Stamps, of Barbados, Maurities, and Trinidad, with effigy of 
Britannia (excepting only the native-printed Trinidad of that type), 
were all engraved by the firm of Bacon and Perkins, and from one and 
the same original matrix. Those of Barbados and Trinidad were in- 
troduced almost simultaneously ; those of Mauritius, not until eight 
years afterwards. 
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By about the middle of next May, the 
bublic will have seen the last of the present three-cent stamps, and 
begin to get accustomed to something red, or possibly a new tint. The 
best and fastest color known, the three-cent green, has proved a placer 
wr stamp-washers, who take off the oily cancellation without acid or 
lkali, and set the stamp afloat again.

It is used to paste over torn, unfound foreign letters 
which are returned unopened to the writers. 


J. H. A., Chicago—We understand that the official stamps are to be 
withdrawn from circulation, but have not seen any definite official no- 
tification to this effect. 


J. B. Philadelphia—The study of United States stamps, especially 
the local and provisional issues is certainly the most desirable branch 
of PuriaTEty, as it illustrates the early history of the country. 


CoutEcTor, Boston.—You will find an article giving the meanings of 


the letters on the Japanese stamps, together with the different varie- 
ties, in last year’s volume. 
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We have seen specimens of the three cent envelopes with a tress mark, bearing the 
name of the maker, G. F. Nessit, N. Y., enclosed in inner and outer circles, in white, 
embossed letters on solid red disk; they are juite rare, and well worth the attention of 
collectors.

In consequence of Mr. Reay’s contract for manufacturing the U. S. 
envelopes having expired, and the new contract having been awarded 
to the Plimpton Manufacturing Company, it became necessary to pre-

Satvapor, At length we have succeeded in obtain- 
ing specimens of the envelopes of this country. The 
design of the stamps (as will be seen by the engrav- 
ing) is the same as the Guatemala envelopes, 
with the exception of the profile which we take to 
represent liberty, having a cap, instead of being 
laureated. The cutting of the head is very poor, 
the profile being flat and the expression of the face 
meaningless. We understand the work was done 
in this country, and it seems strange to us that the envelope manu- 
facturers do not employ good artists to cut the dies, there certainly 
must be persons here capable of doing such work, but from the uni- 
formaly poor quality of engraving found on all envelopes outside of 
Messrs. De La Rue & Co.’s productions. We must infer that special 
facilities are required to turn out fine work in this line.

A New Discovery. 





THE BALTIMORE OFFICIAL LOCAL. 





JESSE K. FURLONG. 





On the 4th of March, 1845, James K. Polk was inaugurated Presi- 
dent of the United States. One of the first acts of his administration 
was the appointment of Hon. James Madison Buchanan, postmaster of 
the City of Baltimore, in the State of Maryland. That city was then 
as now largely mercantile in its character, and from its geographical si- 
tuation in a great measure regarded as the connecting link between the 
Middle and the Southern States in the Union; more particularly so 
when we bear in mind the fact that Baltimore was then an official cen- 
tre for the distribution of mail matter for the above mentioned sections 
ot the country. 

Mr. Buchanan was a gentleman possessed of sound and practical 
ideas, peculiarly adapted to the organization, management and require- 
ments of his office; and on assuming the high position then conferred 
upon him by the President, he quickly discovered that among the many 
necessities of the Baltimore Post Office there was needed an improve- 
ment in the system of prepayment of postage upon letters mailed there. 
The rate of postage was at that time fixed by act of Congress, March, 
1845, at five cents for every half ounce ; and in default of prepayment 
double that rate was charged the recipient of a letter on its delivery 
to him. 

The infliction of this penalty, while it was a source of annoyance to 
correspondents, was greatly aggravated when the proper postage had 
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been duly prepaid, and, owing to oversight or unintentional neglect on 
the part of some employe in the office, no stamp showing such prepay- 
ment had been struck upon the letter. This state of affairs existed 
when Mr. Buchanan entered upon the discharge of the duties of his 
office of postmaster of Baltimore at the time mentioned: and he soon 
gave attention to devising some effectual means to correct it. It will 
here be borne in mind that stamps for postal purposes were not directly 
issued by the United States until two years later, namely in 1847 ; but 
in 1842, Mr. John Lorrimer Graham then postmaster of the City of 
New York, had under instructions to him by the Postmaster General 
of the United States, under date of August Ist, 1842. (See vol. XI. 
p- 49, American Journal of Philately), prepared and issued an official 
local for the pre-payment of postage on letters deposited for mailing in 
the United States Post Office in the last named city. Mr. Buchanan was 
aman of great experience in national agd local affairs and a personal 
friend of most of the le: ding men of his day, and among them Mr. 
Graham, and as such had after accepting the postmastership 
of Baltimore called on Mr. Graham during his visits to New York City, 
and there observed the great practicability, convenience and 
usefulness of the stamps then so used by Mr. Graham in the New York 
Post Office; and on Mr. Buchanan’s return to Baltimore he carried with 
him the idea of adopting the use of his office a stamp which would 
perform the duties of such a one as Mr. Graham had so prepared and 
used at New York City. Impressed with this idea Mr. Buchanan at 
Baltimore in the summer of the year 1846, had, at his own expense 
prepared by an engraver in that city a stamp of which the following is 
a fac simile.

It is priuted in black ink upon thin paper of a light blue tint. But 
one genuine copy of this stamp is known to exist. This one was re- 
moved from a letter bearing the Baltimore U. 8. post mark, and mailed 
at the United States Post Office in tnat city to Riggs & Co., Bankers 
of Washington, D.C. This stamp was first used by Mr. Buchanan as 
postmaster at his office for pre-payment of letter’s passing through the 
United States mail during the autumn of the year 1846, and it thence- 
forth continued to be so used by him in that office until the latter 
part of the year 1847 when, superceded by the regular issue ot United 
States stamps of that year, it was entirely discontinued and never used 
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again, and its existence entirely forgotten until revived by the above 
discovery of the above lone specimen in the year 1874, and the in- 
quiries of the writer. The genuineness of this stamp, the date of its 
issue, use, and the term of its service are all well and clearly established 
bycorrespondence with officials and members ot Mr. Buchanan’s family. 
The latter gentleman continued in his office as postmaster of that city 
until the close of Mr. Polk’s administration in March, 1849 ; and 
August 23d, 1876, he died leaving behind him a name eminent in poli- 
tics, law and patriotism. It was during the past winter that the writer 
of this article, while corresponding with a distinguished member of the 
Baltimore bar upon a subject, in the course of which the writer chanced 
to refer to what he at the time supposed was a mere strip of printed 
paper, that, through information imparted to him by his correspondent 
and reference kindly furnished to surviving officials of the Baltimore 
Post Office of 1845, ’46 and ’47, the writer was enabled to obtain the 
above facts in regard to this long forgotten stamp, and thus to add 
another official local to the list of issues furnished, in times long gone 
by, by the postmasters of this country. Here it may be well to add, 
that, during the year 1874, the possessor of this stamp at the time 
knowing nothing concerning either its history, or the use for which it 
was made, one day showed it with some other things to one of his 
friends ; and a short time afterwards was suprised to see an article iu 
The Philatelist inaccurately describing the stanp, and attem)ting to 
claim the right to class it with philately. The whole article was so 
vague and indefinite that one could not fail to see that it was purely the 
offspring of conjecture, and that its author did not possess any knowl- 
edge whatever of fact or locality on which to base his claim. While 
the New York, St. Louis, and possibly the Battleboro issues may in 
point of time be older than this one, we see no reason why it should 
not rank with them as one of that class of issues now termed official 
locals, and which preceded the regular issues of this country, and were, 
no doubt, if not directly authorized by the Post Office Department, 
at least officially recognized, and their use by postmasters permitted and 
encouraged until the issues of 1847 superceded them all, and rendered 
them no longer useful or necessary. Tbus we are shown that one at 
least of the best ideas of progress in the postal service, if not directly 
suggested to our government, was, through the perseverance of its sub- 
ordinate officers assumed, put forth, and its utility so clearly demon- 
strated that Congress was in the end compelled to yield to the demands 
of the times and furnish for general use that which the postmasters in 
different sections of the country had been trying to supply by limited 
and humble issues, which latter are now, through the force of newly 
developed facts and persistent inquiry, rightfully enjoying their just 
and semi official position among the postal emissions of this govern- 
ment. 
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The Turkish Stamps. 
BY A PARISIAN COLLECTOR. 

Monsieur Rondot in the Magasin Pitoresque assigns January 1842 as 
the date of the issue of the first stamps in Turkey. This date has al- 
so been followed by M. Berger-Levrault and M. Maury in their cata- 
logues, but we think these gentlemen are in error, and that the true 
date is that given by M. Moens in his Timbre-Postes Illustres, viz: the 
Ist-] 8th January 1863. They were issued in virtue of a firman of the 
late Sultan Abdul-Aziz dated the 14th Ramazan 1278 (14 March 
1862, for the purpose of prepaying letters circulating within the Em- 
pire. Foreign letters are not forwarded by the postal administration 
of Turkey, but are handed over to the foreign postal agents for trans- 
mission. 

First Issue. 

The design consists of the signature or thoughbra of the Sultan, be- 
low which is a crescent bearing an inscription. Under this crescent, 
in the centre, is the figure of value in arabic numerals, on each side of 
which is a small inscription, the one to the right of the figure of value 
being the value in words, and that to the left the denomination of the 
money, paras or piastres, as the case may be. These latter inscrip- 
tions, of which we shall give a further explanation when we come to 
examine the second issue, are surrounded by an ornamental design of 
scroll-work. The rest of the design in the upper part consists of or- 
namental corners. Lastly, below the framing of the stamp, at the 
foot, is a sort of counterfoil bearing an inscription. 

The inscription on the crescent signifies “‘ The sublime Ottoman 
Empire ;” that on the counterfoil signifies “ Fiscal Control of the 
Sublime Empire.” This latter inscription is on an interval, or band, 
left between each alternate two rows of stamps. The line dividing 
the spaces for the stamps horizontally, runs through the centre of the 
band, so that when the stamps are divided, a portion of the band re- 
mains to each stamp, and in order that this should be at the foot, the 
lower row of stamps is reversed.* The inscription extends over three 
stamps, and is then repeated, so that it requires six stamps to have the 
inscription perfect. It is block-printed after the sheet of stamps is 
printed, and the letters being cut on the block in intaglio are in the 
stamping left of the same color as the paper of the stamp, while the 
ground is of the color applied to the block. 

M. Berger-Levrault in his catalogue describes these stamps as being 
typographed. We hesitate much to differ from such authority in all 
matters relating to printing, but after a careful examination, we can- 


* Specimens are not unfrequently found, where the inscription has been printed in 
error at the top of the stamp. 
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not but come to the conclusion that they are lithographed. There is 
no trace of what the French call foulage, which, in stamps printed on 
thin paper, would be apparent were they printed in any other mode 
than by surface printing. If any of our readers will take the trouble 
to examine even a dozen specimens, they will we think, arrive at the 
conclusion that they afford evidence of lithographic, rather than typo- 
graphic printing.

Counterfeit Persian Stamps Exposed. 


By the last steamer our publishers received direct from Messrs. Stan- 
ley, Moore & Co., of Liverpool, a lot of counterfeit Persian stamps, 
and, unless they send us legally attested documentary provf regarding 
the persons from whom they purchased the said stamps, we must hold 
them guilty of an attempt to defraud, and denounce them as swindlers 
to deter American dealers from being defrauded by them ; moreover, if 
we can obtain evidence to show that their agent in this city had knowl- 
edge of the character of these stamps, we shall commence proceedings 
against him for conspiracy to defraud. 

This may seem a hasty judgment against the parties, but a short 
time ago the same firm sent our publishers a lot of bogus Shanghai, 
but saved themselves by writing immediately with an apology, and 
asked to heve them returned; we thought at the time that it was in- 
credible that any dealer could be deceived by the Shanghai, but gave 
them the benefit of the doubt; but now that the Persians are put forth 
by the same parties, we should be remiss in our duty, if we failed to 
utter our warning to the thousands of collectors throughout the country 
who look to the JouRNAL as the only protection they have against the 
gangs of counterfeiters organized to swindle them. 

The Persian stamps, as most of our readers will recollect, were 
originally engraved in Paris, and the first batch was in all probability 
printed off there and sent to Persia, along with the plate ; this was 


apparently altered in a bungling way in Persia, and arabic numerals of 


value being placed between the legs of the lion. Thus it will be seen 
that the engraving is well done, with the exception of the arabic figure 
of value, which, having been altered on the plate, would necessarily be 
different on every stamp, and the printing very poorly executed—it 
being exceedingly difficult to print from a fine engraved plate; to prove 
this, we have only to refer to the Belgium printing from De la Rue’s 
plates, or the Richmond printing of the 5c. Confederate stanrp, en- 
graved by the same firm. 

To turn to the counterfeits, we find that the defective points on the 
stamps are produced on the plate, which is well printed; to explain,

the pearls of the circle in the genuine are all of the same size, but, 
through bad printing, are often filled up—in the couaterfeit, the pearls 
have been made irregular on the plate, but are carefully printed; in the 
genuine, tlie arabic numerals of value are of a different shape in each— 
in the counterfeit they are all exactly alike, one engraving having been 
made and the requisite number of transfers made, apparently fifty, that 
being the number on the sheets sent. As these tests require the pres- 
ence of a number of specimens, they are more useful to dealers than 
collectors, so we give the following for the use of amateurs. In the 
genuine, one ray of the glory touches the point of the sword, and one 
ray extends to the other side of the lion’s tail—in the counterfeit, the 
rays near the sword are all of the same length and do not touch it, and 
none of the rays extend beyond the lion’s tail. These tests are quite 
sufficient to detect the impostors, but as they could be easily corrected 
on the plates and a new batch printed off, we add the following: In the 
genuine, the scrolls under the lion are graceful and well proportioned, 
and barely touch in the centre; in the counterfeit, the scrolls are 
crooked and touch in the centre for about a sixteenth of an inch—this 
defect could not be altered. In conclusion we may add that the Persian 
numerals in the corner circles are not well done, the paper is too heavy, 
and the gum too thick and white; the best point about them is the 
colors, which are very close imitations of the genuine, and for that 
reason they are well calculated to deceive the unwary. 

That this particnlar lot of 120 sets may not be the means of swind- 
ling any one, they have been branded with the word “counterfeit” and 
returned to their owners. 


Reviews of Philatelic Publications. 


Oatalogo de Sellos Franqueo, Nueva York: Scorr y Compania, Calle 
de Fulton, Num. 146. 


The above is the title of a catalogue printed in the Spanish lan- 
guage, and is, we believe, the first complete list that has been issued 
in that tongue. The general plan of the work is the same as the stan- 
dand English edition of Messrs. Scorr & Company, it has been care- 
fully revised and will be brought up to date of publication, many new 
illustrations have been added and prices reduced where possible. In 
preserving the alphabetical order in Spanish the entire arrangement 
is broken up, thus Germany (Alemania) comes first and Western 
Australia jumps from the end of the book to the fifth place, under the 
head of Australia Occidental. It will undoubtedly be a great boon to 
the Spanish collectors throughout the world, and will do much to pop- 
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ularize stamp collecting in Spain and South America. Indirectly it 
will greatly benefit our home collectors by reducing the prices of South 
and Central American stamps which is certain to occur when philately 
becomes popular in those countries.

Scorr & Company. 

This is the third edition of this well known Revenue Stamp Cata- 
logue. The principal feature of the new edition consists of the reduc- 
ed prices of the Match and Medicine Stamps, these «all being reduced 
from fifty to seventy-five per cent. We should advise amateurs wish- 
ing to complete their collections to secure it at once, and send in their 
orders directly, as no stock, however large, will long be able to stand 
the rush, that is certain to commence directly the catalogue gets into 
the hands of Collectors. 


Internationales Brief-markenhandler-Addressbuch, Wein, Selbstverlag 
der Heraus-geber. 


This is the largest and most complete stamp dealer directory we 
have seen and probably is as good as the nature of the work will admit 
of. The great objection to the book is the advertisements,which make it 
totally unreliable. With some few exceptions (J. B. Moens, for ins- 
tance) we do not notice the advertisement of any respectable dealer. 
Thereare some which may represent trustworthy concerns, but all the old 
established firms both here and in England, have declined to make use 
of its pages for advertising purposes, while the swindlers and counter- 
feiters are well represented. The best advice we can offer our readers 
is, not to be tempted to write to any of the advertisers. 

The book consists of 66 pages is well printed, and is a curiosity in 
its way.

[ have no idea that the Reference List of Post cards commenced in 
this number of the Journat will prove anything like complete, but I 
nevertheless trust it will be of service to collectors. 

When [ began compiling it, I did not anticipate that it would ever 
appear in print, and my sole idea was to facilitate the arrangement of 
my own collection. Shortly afterwards I was appointed on a com- 
mittee of the National Philatelical Society to prepare a list for sub- 
mission to that body As chairman of the committee, the labor of 
compiling the list devolved upon me, and while [ had nearly every 
country outlined so far as my own collection enabled me to do so, I 
had only at the time of my resignation from the Society completed the 
list, drawn up alphabetically, to the letter B, viz.; Alsace, Austria, Ba- 
den, Bavaria and Belgium. The enumeration now made of the cards 
of these five countries must therefore necessarily bear close resemblance 
to the Society's list.—So much in explanation of this point. 

During the current year, Mr. L. W. Durbin, has been publishing 
a list of cards, very much after the plan of the present (or, rather, 
the present is very much after the plan of his) and I now once for all 
make acknowledgement for the many important items that [ have 
“ cribbed” from his paper. 

With these preliminary remarks, I proceed to explain the system 
adopted by me. 

After the division of the cards of each country into one or more 
types, each type is analyzed as follows :— 

First, the date. 

Secondly, the description of the card. 
Thirdly, the character of the impression, 
Fourthly, the facial value. 

The cards of each type are enumerated the description and sub-var- 
ieties are noted in smaller print. 


Other explanations are given in Notes, as circumstances may seem 
to require. 


In many countries the cards ofany one type vary considerably in 
size, having been cut irregularly with a view to avoiding waste. In 
such instances, fair average measurements are given. When the 
cards have printed frames, the exact outside measurement of the frames 
is invariably given, as well as the size of the cards themselves. 

Double cards are especially mentioned, When nothing to the con- 
trary is stated, single cards are intended.

In the last number of the Coin and Stamp Journal, appeared the 
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following paragraph under the heading “ Correspondent’s Column,” 
viz :— 


G. S—We are perfectly familiar with the article in St. Nicholas. In fact we wrote 
it and not C. H. Coster, as you state. This individual did attempt to take the credit of 
its authorship, but the exposure he received before the National Philatelical Society 
has taught him a lesson that he will not soon forget 

Immediately upon receipt of the Coin and Stamp Journal, I address- 
ed to its Editor, a letter, worded as under: 

New York, May 14, 1877. 
J. J. Casey, Esq., ; 
Editor, Coin & Stamp Journal. 

Sir :—I have to day received No, 5 of your paper, and wish to call your attention 
to two misstatements therein made regarding me. 

In the first place, I have never attempted to take the credit of any article that ap- 
peared in the St Nicholas. <A couple of years ago, I believe some stamp paper ac- 
credited to me an article that appeared in the S¢. Nicholas ; but, when interrogated on 
the subject, I have always stated that I was not its author, and never have I claimed or 
attempted to claim its authorship. 

Secondly, you refer to an exposure made before the National Philatelical Society 
(regarding the article herein before alluded to as having appeared in the S¢. Nicholas,) 
as having taught me a lesson that I will not soon forget. Iam not aware of any “ ex- 
posure”, and certainly have learned no lesson ; or, if I did, have already forgotten it. 

[can only conclude that you alluded to a rambling discoure, with which you took up 
the time of the Society at a meeting many months ago, in the course of which you made 
attacks on several members and included some sort of reference to the St. Nicholas ar- 
ticle, so indefinite, indeed, (if this was the “exposure”) that you did not so much as men- 
tion my name in connection with it. 

If, then, this was the “ exposure”’, it fell harmless to the ground, as there was noth- 
ing to expose, so far as I was concerned. 

If you had any cause of grievance, you could have brought it before the Society in such 
shape as to enable action to be taken thereon. This you did not do; but simply (as I 
said before) made some sort of an indefinite and incidental allusion in the course of re- 
marks, which, if they had any point at all, bore more directly upon matters that were 
not personal. 

I should like to know therefore, by mail at your earliest convenience, whether you 
will agree to retract in full your answer to your correspondent G. S. or, rather, so 
much of that answer as concerns me, and substitute in the next number of your paper, 
one in accodance with the facts herein detailed.

This we have been 
looking for, for the last two years, and at last our patience is re- 
warded. The 10 and 25c. which we took from our letters received by 
the last mail from Mexico, bore evident marks of unskillful printing ; 
the colors being dull and heavy. The 10c. instead of the fine black 
we are accustomed to see being a smoky brownish black, and all the 
fine lines filled up, in fact they had the appearance of being bad litho- 
graphs. ‘The paper they are printed on is “ laid” instead of ** wove” 
as heretofore. 


San Marino.—This little Euro pean republic is about to have a set 
of postage stamps, and why should’ntit. Heligoland has stamps al- 
though it has not a currency and San Marino has had a coirage of its 
own this many years, besides the post office would sell at least $100 a 
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year for postal purposes, and fully ten times as much to collectors, 
which would all be clear profit; so let some gentleman play at being 


postmaster general of San Marino directly, he can get out a large set of 


stamps at once, and can change their color every six months; it will 
pay, at least till collectors get a little more sense.

A Turkish Post Office. 


The office is generally located in some small wooden structur® 


often used as a stable, while the upper serves the official for 
his private quarters. The entrance to the office is by a cutain 
Within, stretched on a divan, the postmaster smokes in dignified com- 
fort, while, from time to time, acquaintances drop in for a smoke and 
chat. Beside him stand several baskets containing letters. The 
postmaster is expected to be in his office till sunset, where he ree 
now and then a letter. which he flings into a basket, or where he 
swers inquiries after letters and deliversthem. At dusk the office is 
closed, the fire and mongol are put out, and the weary official waddles 
as fast as his loose, wide pantaloons, and still wider and looser slippers 
will allow either, to the upper story, or tospend the evening with his 
Fatima, or to smoke it away in the company of other local dignitaries.

Such is the routine of a Turkish provincial post office six days out of 


the seven. The exception is, that day in the week when the Constan- 
tinople mail is expected to arrive. The mail is generally late, but at 
last enters the town at a snail’s pace. Inan hour the post office 
jammed full of people. The official has now no alternative, much as 
he dislikes the necessity, but to set to work He begins his functions

in the presence of the crowd by opening the mail bag and taking off 


the coarse paper in which the bundles of letters are wrapped. Among 
those who expect letters are perhaps twenty of the same name ; not 
one of them has a surname, they being distinguished by some personal 


peculiarity. No sooner, therefore, has he named the superscription of 


a letter, than half adozen individuals of the same name stretch out their 
hands to receive it, each swearing that the missive must be his prop- 
erty, and cannot possibly be given to. any other! The postmaster, 
seated on the floor, holds in his arms a bundle of letters, in order the 
better to defend them against being snatched away, and thus he makes 
spasmodic efforts to proceed with the work of assortment by studying 
the addresses through a pair of gigantic spectacles. As the office is 
entirely wanting in furniture, even tables and pigeon-holes being alto- 
gether unknown, he puts the letters now under the cushions of the 
divan, now intu the capacious pockets of his vest and pantaloons 
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Many of them drop unheeded upon the floor. Occasionally a_persist- 
ent individual, who has for an hour claimed every letter to be his own- 
m.ikes a bold dash at the mail and carries off, encouraged by the sym- 
pathizing crowd, a whole bundle of letters, which he takes to the oth- 
erside of the room There he is immediately joined by other disap- 
pointed applicants for epistolary favors, and heedless of the postmas- 
ter’s imprecations, they each claim their own letters, when tbose re- 
maining are thrown back into the basket. When this takes place the 
postmaster has probably asserted his authority and satisfied the wishes 
of his turbulent visitors Some letters may have reached their owners, 
but the greater part has fallen into hands that had not the slightest 
claim to them. The rest are hidden away under the cushions of the 
divan, or lie scattered about over the floor. ‘The latter may possibly, 
sooner or later, reach their destination, but the chunces are that the 
majority of them will be lost or torn. 





The National Philatelical Society. 


The recent developments regarding this society are so extraordinary 
that we must give them at least a passing notice. 

It has been yenerally kuown that, almost from the outset, there was 
observable a disposition on the part of some of the members to sacri- 
fice the general good to private advantage ; or, in a word, to ‘ use” 
the society. Indeed, it became manifest that the society had been 
created for the purpose of being “‘ used” ; and we, therefore, could not 
give it that cordial welcome which we should have been ready to ex- 
tend, had we not come to any early appreciation of the facts just sta- 
ted. 

The constitution of the society must have been singulary defective, 
as it afforded no protection from so flagrant an abuse ; and we under- 
stand it was further imperfect in not providing any practical way for 
enforcing payment of dues. Consequently those members who did not 
contribute a cent managed to retain their voices in the society and 
even to control its deliberations. 

We do not wonder that this unhappy state of affairs was distasteful 
to the gentlemen who recently resigned, or that it was equally agree- 
able to some of the other members, who, remaining, seem to have res- 
uscitated the ghost of the old concern and to have subjected it to an 
extraordinary species of reorganization. Certainly the new body is 
not one that inspires much hope of success ; and our Own opinion is 
that it would be a pity to have it succeed, as it would serve to per- 
petuate a thing got up to deceive the many for the benefit of the 
few.

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The Stamps of the Indian States. 


The stamps of Cashmere and of the Deccan have long been known 
and accepted as genuine ; but, for the last year or two, numerous la- 
bels have been turning up, purporting to hail from other states that 
go to form British India or that lie ajacent thereto.’ We have never 
paid much attention to most of them, thinking ourselves safe in wait- 
ing until something definite could be known as to their character. 
Some remarks in a recent number of Messrs. Smith’s circular (Mr 
Overy Taylor’s News Letter,) have given rise to considerable discus- 
sion as to the nature and powers of these -stamps: and we, thinking 
that our readers may care to know the status of the matter, condense 
for their information the facts so far elicited. We take up each state 
in its order. 

ALWAR, 

Of this label, two colors are found, viz:—blue, 
and brown, to which the values of } and 1 anna 
have been respectively assigned by those learned in 
heathen inscriptions, in which, it will be noticed, 
the stamp in question is not deficient. A gentle- 
men whose official position (according to Mr. Ovy- 
ery Taylor) enables him to speak with authority, 
now comes out and says: ; 

“ The Alwar label is another official seal, issued br the native 
“ prince; but its duty, whatever it may be, is assuredly not postal.” 

Notwithstanding these rather damaging assertions, the Alwar 
stamps now find a champion in Mr. Pemberton, who comes to their 
rescue with a plea that he has cancelled specimens, and with theques- 
tion as to why, if they are seals, there should be two colors, and a 
printed value (as already stated to have been discovered by the erudite) 
on each ? Mr. P. concludes by intimating that he hopes shortly to 
have more authentic particulars as to their use,—and let us hope ‘that 
the particulars aforesaid may be shortly forthcoming. 

BHOPAL. 
| anna, black 4 anna, red. 
Issued about 1871. There seems to be.no disputé as to these, all au- 
thorities concading their authentic and postal character. Mr. Overy 
Taylor’s informant says : : 

‘* The stamps are purely local and frank letters only to the frontier 
“‘ (of the state of Bhopal). Letters going beyond, invariably, require 
“‘ payment in the stamps of the Empire. Bhopal is a very small state, 
‘¢ and the number of stamps issued by the local post office at the town 
‘¢ of Bhopal is very limited.” 
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CASHMERE. 

Of these stamps, only a few of 
which we herewith illustrate. Mr. 
Overy Taylor’s correspondent says : 

“The Cashmere stamps are un- 
*<doubtedly ‘genuine,’ both those 
* for the state itself, and the locals for 
“its capital, Serinagur.” 

CABUL. 
Mr. Taylor’s correspondent continues : 
‘© The Cabul stamps are locals for the Capital, Cabul, and do not prepay 
“‘ letters over the whole of Cabul or Afghanistan. I am informedthat 
“‘ they have franked letters to towns on the N. W. frontier of India, 
“< but this I give under reserve.” ' 

As in the case of the Cashmeres, the stamps of Cabul are too num- 
erous and complicated for me to catalogue here. At the risk of pass- 
ing for a Philatelic Thomas we would like to ask whether admitting 
that Cabul issued some stamps, the forty or fifty labels that are already 
accredited to, have all emanated from it? Wherefore so many and 
such sudden changes, what need of having a half dozen of values in 
a set of local stamps. |

Nothing so far as 
I can ascertain appears to be known of this last comer by our officials. 
Indeed the existence of such a placeas Kappurthula is denied. 

Messrs. Stanley Gibbons & Co., come to the defence of Kappurthula, 
sending the flap of an envelope cancelled “ KappurrHunta May, 7.” 

The Brighton magazine says it is a “small territory, comprising 
about 60 square miles, situated on the Julinder, Dooab division of the 
Punjaub, under the dominion of an independant Rajah. 

This may be all so, but we very much doubt ifthe state has issued 
a stamp at all, and it is still less likely that has been issued for postal 
purposes. We can well understand that Princes of halt civilized coun- 
tries could easily be taught to admire and introduce revenue stamps in- 
to their domains as a new form of tax is the one reform they can un- 
derstand, but issuing postage stamps and doing any work for the 
money received in payment for them, is a form of reform which is not 
appreciated by gentry of this class. In our opinion judging from the 
facts before us and the appearance of the work of the stamp itself, we 
think it very likely that the entire stamp is a fraud and that it is 
probably made in this city, to swindle collectors ; and even if it should 
prove genuine it will take a long time to outgrow the bad effects of its 
first introduction to the stamp collecting fraternity.

The Turkish Stamps. 
BY A PARISIAN COLLECTOR. 


(Continued from page 78.) 


The impression is in black, on tracing paper colored by the applica- 
tion of the coloring matter after the paper ismade. The coloring mat- 
ter employed is oily, and renders the stamp translucent, but being ap- 
plied by the hand, there is frequently an unevenness in the depth of col- 


or, and a great variety of shades are produced, especially in certain of 
the values. 


The series consists of four stamps ; 20 paras, or one-half of a piastre 
printed on yellow paper, 1 piastre on violet paper, 2 piastres on blue 
paper, and 5 piastres on crimson. Besides this series, a second was al- 
so issued simultaneously, similar in all respects to the first in design and 
in the values,but the whole of the values are printed in black, on trac- 
ing paper colored brown. In the first series, the bands between each 
alternate two rows of stamps is block-printed in red, except in the case 


of the 5 piastres, in which it is printed in blue. 
this band is uniformly printed in blue. 

We cannot do better than borrow from the Magasin Pitoresque the 
explanation there given of the use of this double series. 


In the second series, 
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‘The prepayment of letters and newspapers is compulsory in all the 
towns where there is a post-office, and the prepayment must be made 
with the stamps of the first series of various colors according to the 
values, and these are the only ones which are sold to the public. 


*‘ In those localities where there are no postal agents, the public de- 
liver their letters without prepaying ther to the authorities of their lo- 
calities, that is to the caimacans or mudirs. These authorities in their 
turn deliver them to the surudjis or messengers, or to the zapties, or 
police, who convey them to the nearest point where the post passes. It 
is for applying to these unpaid letters brought to the postal agents by 
the surudjis and zapties that the second series of stamps was created. 
These stamps differ from the others only in color, which is the same 
throughout the values. The publiccannotemploy them, as the gov- 
ernment delivers them only to the postal agents, who themselves affix 
them on the letters coming from the districts that have no _post-offices. 
The parties to whom the letters are addiessed see by the stamp the 
amount of postage they have to pay, and can satisfy themselves that 
the charge has been properly made. By this means, also, a sort of con- 
trol is established over the agents charged with the transport of let- 
ters.” 

M. Berger-Levrault, on the other hand, says that “‘ these stamps are 
employed for the purpose of evidencing the prepayment in money of 
the letters handed to the couriers and the postman, in localities that 
have no post-office, and they are applied by them to the letters in the 
presence of thesenders.” If this be the case, the stamps in question 
are evidence of prepayment ; but if the explanation of their use given 
by M. Rondot be the more correct, which we consider it to be, they are 
evidence of the sum which the receiver has to pay, and in this they res- 
emble very much the chiffre-taxe, or unpaid letters stamps, in use in 
France, Belgium, and other countries. 

Towards the close of the year 1863, for some reason or other which 
we are unacquainted with, some, if not all, of the stamps of the first 
series were printed on ordinary paper of similar colors to the corres- 
ponding values On tracing paper. This paper is a soft, whitish, paper, 
and is colored on one side, except in the case of the 20 paras, which is 
sometimes colored yellow on both sides. The values ordinarily found 
on this thick paper are the 20 paras and the 1 piastre, but M. Moens, 
in the Timbre-Poste for January last, mentions having discoverd among 
his obliterated stamps a 5 piastres on this paper. Whether the entire 
series was so printed is, therefore, still a matter to be cleared up, but 
but it is propable that such was the case. 

We think that a close examination of the impressions on thick paper 
will tend to bear out our supposition, that the series was lithographed, 
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and not typographed. It must, however, be remarked that in the im- 
pression on thick paper, the stamps are closer together than in the thin 
paper impression. In this latter there is always a line running verti- 
cally between the stamps, this is wanting in the impression on thick 
paper, but the type is identical. This variation we attribute to anoth- 
er transfer for the thick paper series. We have many examples in lith- 
égraphed stamps, of the distance hetween the stamps being changed, 
as, by way of illustration, in the first series of Victoria, where we have 
a set close together, while another is found with a considerable space 
between them. 

An error, or rather an omission is noticed in the Timbre-Poste, which 
may be here mentioned. That journal announced that the 1 piastre 
dark violet, the 5 piastres crimson-lake, and the 5 piastres brown, re- 
ceived by the Editor in December, 1864, were issued without the addi- 
tions of the block-printed bands.

Before proceeding to describe the second issue of these stamps, we 
would ask to be allowed to correct an error in our former paper, which 
we discovered too late toremedy before it was published. We have 
ascertained that the 20 paras yellow, on thick paper, does exist, with 
vertical lines separating the stamps from each other on the sheet. 
Whether the one piastre is to be found also with these lines, we have 
not been able todiscover. But the existence ofthese stamps does not 
in any way intefere with we said as to our belief that the first series was 
lithographed. It only shows that two transfers were employed in the 
printing of the thick paper impression of the 20 paras.

Japan.—This country has now completed its last set of stamps by 
issuing a 10, 12, and 15 sen. to correspond with the remainder of the 
set, at the date of going to press we have only seen one of the val- 

‘ues, the 15 sen, in is printed in emerald green. The central design is 
similar to the other values with the exception that the chrysanthe- 
mum is below instead of above the branches and the outer oval con- 
taining the inscription has a quarter moon at each side, IMPERIAL POST 
in the left upper corner and japanese post in the right, in two lines, 
numerals in circles in lower corners. 

Suancuai—This town has again changed its stamps evidently finding 
that it pays better to supply collectors than carry letters. The new 
comers are printed from the old plates with the value and money al- 
tered.

The Turkish Stamps. 

BY A PARISIAN COLLECTOR 

Continued from page 119.) 
Seconp Issuz. 


During the early part of the year 1864, rumors were rife in Paris that 
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a new issue of stamps for the Ottoman Government has been ordered to 
be prepared there ; but months elapsed, during which collectors looked 
in vain for the promised novelties, thedelays being accounted for in various 
ways by the journals, some of which attributed it to the want of punct- 
uality on the part of the engraver, while others hinted at reasons but 
little complimentary to the financial department of the Turkish Gov- 
ernment. {t was not until the first days of the succeeding January 
that the new issue made its appearance : Le Timbre Poste says the li th, 
but most probably it was 1-13. The dies were engraved by M. Duloz, 
of Paris, who also, at the same time, engraved a series of fiscal stamps 
for the Turkish Government. The printing was confided to M. Poite- 
vin, also of Paris, and both of these gentlemen exhibited specimens of 
the issue in the Paris Exhibition of 1867, where they were probably seen 
by wany of our readers. Le Timbre-Poste, in its announcements of 
the appearance of these stamps, fell into an error in describing them as 
lithographed. They are, in fact typographed by a Ereeen, of which, 
according to Dr. Magnus, in his account of the philetelical department 
of the Paris Exhibition, M. Duloz is the inventor, and = which he is 
able from an engraving in tai//e-douce to form a typograpnic die. 

This issue, like the first, consists of two series: one tor the use of 
the public, and the other for the use of the postal agents. The first of 
these series consists of six values, 10 and 20 paras, and 1,2, 5, and 25 
piastres; the second of five only, there being no corresponding stamp 
of 10 paras, though a few copies were privat ly struck off, and are now 
rather rare. 

The design consists of a rayed star with a crescent below it, on a 
plain oval ground, at the outer edge of which is a pearl 
border. Surrounding this is a broad oval border in 
ornamental work, the exterior edge of which touches 
the rectangular framing at the top, bottom, and two 
sides. The general design is the same throughout all 
the values of both series, but in the 5 and 25 piastres 
= the ornamental design of the oval border is different 
das that of the rest of the series, and the crescent is larger. In each 
of the four corners of the stamp, is the figure of value in Arabic num- 
erals, on a plain circular ground in the 10 and 20 paras and the 1 and 
2 piastres ; and on an octagonal ground in the 5 and 25 piastres, the 
rest of the spaces in the corners are filled up with trifling ornaments. 

The two series are printed in color on ordinary white paper. For 
the first series the normal colors are as follows :— 





10 paras, green. 2 piastres, blue. 
20 paras, yellow. ) piastres, rose. 
1 piastre, violet. 25 piastres, vermilion, 


In the second series the whole of the values are in warm brown, 
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Besides this, the whole of the stamps are subjected to a second op- 
eration. On the upper and lower parts of the oval bands and on the 
two sides, are inscriptions in the Turkish language surcharged on the 
stamps in black. The inscription to the right signifies Post, that on 
the top signifies Emprre, and that on the left Orroman, while the 
lower inscription is the value in words, Ten or Twenty Paras; ONE, 
Two, Five, or Twenty-Five Piasrrus, as they may be. 

The entire series is perforated 124. 

Collectors may have remarked, that in some of the specimens, the 
rays round the star are wanting ; we have noticed this in the 20 paras 
and the 1 piastre of the first series and 20 paras of the second. This 
defect arose purely from an accidental injury to the plate which was 
subsequently retouched, and has thus given an additional variety to 
the star in these values. 

A curious error which occurred in the arrangements of the dies is 
also worthy of mention One of the dies of the piastre was inserted 
by accident amongst those of the 10 paras: and from this cause we 
have a 1 piastre in green, but surcharged with the inscription special 
to the 10 paras. 

The history of these stamps would be incomplete were we not to 
mention that a considerable theft of them took place in Paris, and 
when the series first appeared it could be purchased there under the 
facial value of the stamps. A parcel also was found on the banks of 
Seine, at Grenelle, near Paris, containing a large number of stamps, 
but so soaked with water that the greater portion of them were re- 
duced to a mass of pulp. Some copies, however, of the 20: paras yel- 
low were preserved, as also some copies of the same value on thin pa- 
per not perforated, and of the corresponding value in the postal agency 
series on ordinay paper also unperforated. 

In Le Timbrophile for April 1868, a notice appeared to the effect, 
that while awaiting a new issue, the 2 piastres was being printed in 
ultramarine blue. Subsequently, other values also appeared printed 
in colors differing considerably from those of the former impression. 
The 20 paras from a bright yellow had become ochre, and the 25 pi- 
astre from bright ve rmilion had degenerated into a kind of salmon- 
color. But what passed unnoticed at the time was, that a still more 
remarkable change had been made in the inscriptions. The slightest 
examination will “show that the lettering of the new type is far more 
compact than that of the first type. 


This latter portion of the issue is also perforated 124 like the ear- 
lier portion, but unperforated copies are to be found of the 1 piastre, 
both in the series for the public and in that for the postal agents.

Clippings, 


One of the Middlesex magistrates in England has just declined an 
offer of $4,500 for his collection of foreign postage stamps, but, on 
the other hand, an extensive collection of 17,000 varieties was suld in 
London recently for $4,000, which is believed to be the highest price 
that such a collection has ever fetched in England. In France, how- 
ever, the mania has reached a higher pitch, for there an exceptionally 
complete collection was sold privately for $15,000.—Sun. 

The last collection referred to was the property of an English No- 
bleman. 

A letter bearing a Confederate ten cent postage stamp passed the 
inspection of two Virginia Postmasters recently, and reached its des- 
tination unchallenged. The postmark was written with a pen direct- 
ly under the stamp, and the likeness of Jeff Davis must have stared the 
Postmaster full in the face. 

Our publishers lately purchased an envelope which had been sent 
from New Orleans, in the early part of the war, it bore two 5. ¢ green 
Confederate stamps which had been postmarked, and on arriving at 
Oid Point Comfort, a 3 c. 1861 U.S. stamp had been stuck over the 
Confederate stamp, which was again duly postmarked and the letter 
forwarded to its destination in New York City. The letter it con- 
tained gave instruction as to how letters could be sent North or South, 
and contained the following clipping in confirmation of the direc- 
tions. 

To THosz wHo Wise to Senp Lerrers Norra —Headguarters De- 
partment of Norfolk—Norfolk, January 9, 1862.—Persons wishing to 
send letters to the United States will observe the following directions : 


1. Letters must have on the envelope, in addition to the address of

The Turkish Stamps. 
BY A PARISIAN COLLECTOR. 
Tuirp Issue. 
In Le Collectionneur de Timbres-Poste for the month of August, 1868, 
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the following notice appears under the head of Turkey :— We shall 
probably have a fresh issue, a terrible fire having consumed the Post 
Office at Constantinople, whither we conveyed, a short time since, the 
machinery, dies, &c., used for the printing of the stamps, which were 
previously printed at M. Poitevin’s in Paris ” 

How far the above statement is correct we have not been able to 
ascertain, but from Le Timbrophile of the 30th December, 1868, we 
learn that the new issue was made on the 28th October that year, and 
comprised, like the preceding, two series, one for the use of the public, 
and one for that of the postal agents. The values and the design 
were similar to those adopted, in the preceding issue, but the colors 
were altered. Those now adopted were light violet for the 10 paras, 
green for the 20 paras, yeilow for the 1 piastre, brick-red for the 2 
piastres, blue for the 5 piastres, and salmon for the 25 piastres, The 
color also of the postal-agency series was changed from light brown 
to a yellow-brown or fawn color, and the inscriptions on the stamps 
were no longer printed in black, but in brown of a darker shade than 
that employed for the impression of the stamp, while the intervals be- 
tween the stamps on the sheet were filled up with color similar to 
that of the inscription, instead of being left white as heretofore. A 
report is mentioned in Le Timbre-Poste for December, 1868, that this 
latter change was adopted in consequence of a considerable theft of 
the stamps of the former issue. 

The whole of the issue is perforated 13. 

In the stamps of the preceding issue, we have been unable to detect 
any difference in that part of the inscription signifying Post, Empire, 
Orroman. Throughout the values the lettering in these words appear 
identical ; but when we examine the present issue, we detct such dif- 
ference as cannot fail to show that the entire inscription is different 
for each value. The lettering generally, does not resemble either that 
of Type 1, or Type 11 of the preceding issue, being less round than 
that of Type 1, and more straggling than that of Type 11. The sur- 
charging-plates used for the corresponding values in the two series 
are doubtless the same, as the lettering appears to be identical. 

The impression of this issue is so superior in execution to that of 
the next issue, though inferior to that ofthe precéding, that we in- 
cline to the belief that the printing of it was done in Paris. The per- 
foration also of the stamps is regular, and shows a striking contrast to 
the rough perforation of the next issue.

Fourts Issue. 

In the month of July, 1870, Le Timbre-Poste announced the appear- 
ance of a 1 piastre of the series for the pestal agents perforated 9, and 
not long after, that of the 20 paras green, the 1 piastre yellow, and 

the 2 piastres red, of the series for the use of the public, with a like 
perfoiation. About the middle of the past June a notice appeared 
} that the 10 paras had also been issued with the same perforation, but 


of a dirty drab color, and we have lately received the following addi- 
tion to this issue, viz.: the 10 paras in lilac, the 25 piastres salmon of 
the series for the public, and the 5 piastres light red-brown, of the 
postal-agency series, all with the same perforation 
The appearance o! the 1 piastre with an extremely rough perforation, 
or rather pricking, for the paper is not removed by the perforating 
13 instrument, occasioned but little remark, as the stamps showed no 
perceptible variations in point of execution in other respects from the 
preceding series ; but when other values appeared with similar rough 
perforations, it began to be noticed that there was considerable alter- 
tion in the impression, which had become very rough, and also in the 
: colors, which were less brizht in some of the values. 
. The series is not yet complete and we shall not, therefore, attempt 
to give any classifiec list of the portion which has appeared; but 
there are one or two observations which have occurred to us in the ex- 


: amination we have made of a large stock of the 10 and 20 paras, and 
j 1 and 2 piastres of this issue, kindly lent to us by the publishers of 
i this journal, which may be useful. 

4 It appears that the type of the inscriptions upon the stamps of this 


issue is the same as that of the inscriptions on the stamps of the pre- 
ceding issue. Le Timbre-Poste appears to doubt this as far as the 10 
paras is concerned, but we have examined a very large number of spec- 
imens, and allowing for the defective printing of this issue, we believe 
the surcharging to be done with the same plates as those used for pre- 
ceding issue. 


We have found only one regular perforation where the subtance of 
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the paper is removed, all the others being made by prickers which do 
not remove the paper. The regular perforation is 7; to 8, but the 
other or irregular perforation presents all kinds of varieties, simple 
and compound, from 5} 6, 7, 9,10, to 14. The lines of perforation 
across the sheets are sometimes not only not parallel, but are net un- 
frequently crooked ; but as the issue is now still in an imperfect state, 
we may be able to obtain before long, some information as to its man- 
ufacture, which may enable us to arrive at some classification of such 
varieties as do not depend upon fortuitious circumstances.

The Turkish Stamps. 
BY A PARISIAN COLLECTOR 
(Continued from page 162 ) 


Having now gone through the different Government issues, we might 
well leave the subject of these stamps for the present, were it not 
that there remain a few local stamps to be very briefly noticed. In 
the year 1865, M. Liaunos, a Greek by birth, in virtue of a Firman of 
the Sultan, dated the 15th August, 1865, obtained the permission to 
establish a local post in Constantinople, for the purpose of distributing 
letters and newspapers within the city and suburbs. The concession 
was granted to him for a period of six years, but it scarcely survived 
as. many months, having commenced operations in December, 1865, 
and suspended them about the month of July following. 

When the operations were commenced, three stamps were issued, 
which were engraved and printed in England, on colored paper, and 
perforated 14. The values were as follows : 

5 paras, black, on blue paper, (for journals ). 
20 “ black, on green paper. 
40 “ black, on rose paper. 

The crescent and star were the chief features in this design. On the 
top was an inscription in Turkish, signifying paras. and on the right 
side another signifying local post, at the bottom, and on the left side 
were the same inscriptions in French, 


rea BE 
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The local post seems also to have contracted to deliver newspapers 
sent to its office, at the rate of 3} paras for each sheet. For these a 
handstamp was used and struck on the newspaper, sometimes in black 
and sometimes in red,and probably also in blue, perhaps to denote either 
the different quarters for the distribution, or a single or double jour- 
nal. The Turkish inscription on the stamp signities “Seal for the 
journals of the local post,”’ and there is a further inscription in French 
of journ® en franchise. These stamps were also issued in sheets un- 
gummed, the sheet being ruled in squares, and the hand-stamp applied 
within each square. This was probably done for the benefit of collec- 
tors, as one can scarcely conceive that it could be done for any other 
purpose. When the post came to an end, a series was also issued on 
colored paper. Still later copies, which also come from M Liaucos, 
are of a different type distinguishable from the former one by the let- 
ters P.L., being in Roman type, and not in Egytian type. These are 
also printed in various colored inks, and on various colored paper. 

This local post also deliverd letters for the foreign offices in Constan- 
tinople, and for the purpose of collecting this postage, which included 
not only the exterior postage but the charge for delivery by the local 
post, adhesive tickets were made use of. ‘There were of four kinds, 
representing four different charges for the local post delivery, called on 
the ticket the Interior Tax, to distinguish it from the Exterior Tax, 
viz :— 

10 paras or } piastre, printed in black on yellow papar 
20 paras or 4 piastre, printed in black on rose paper. 
1 piastre, printed in red on white paper. 
2 piastres, printed in blue on white paper. 


Here we offer no opinion as to whether these tickets are worthy of 
being collected as postage stamps ; this we leave to the taste of each 
individual collector 

In June, 1869, the well-known stamp of TB. Morton & Co., ap- 
peared. These stamps from the first, were regarded with considerable 
suspicion, and subsequent information has not done much to establish 
their worth. Ihey are hand-stamped on sheets, like the Liaunos jour- 
nal-stamps, and are ungummed. On tlhe first series there are two 
principal kinds, one without a steamer and the with one. They are 
both from the same type, the steamers having been added subsequently. 
Those without the steamer were in use only about a month, and one 
would naturally suppose must now be rare. Never was there a greater 
mistake, Give the cffice-boy only the time to stick a morsal of paper 
over the steamer before he appli.s the inked stamp to the paper, and 
you have the impressiun without the steamer. That the operation is 
effected in this manner is pefectly clear, for three fourths of those 
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which now come from the manufactory show some parts of the stea- 
mer which has been left uncovered by the paper. 

M. Panopoulo, in a long letter addressed to the Editor of The Stamp 
Collector’s Magazine, and published in the March number for 1872, 
endeavours to establish the genuine character of these stamps. This 
gentleman, who calls himself one day the director of the postal de- 
partment of Messrs. T. B. Morton & Co., and another day, the receiv- 
er of postes of the Company, is, we supose, a Greek gentleman, anxious 
to accommodate philatelists with every variety of this interesting 
stamp ; so we have red and greenish blue impressions qn white, yellow, 
blue and pink paper. In fact he forwarded to The Stamp Collector’s 
Magazine seven varieties without steamer, and nine varieties with 
steamer. 

The same year which produced the above stamp also produced the 
Clara-Rothe stamp, an engraving of which appears in The Stamp Col- 
lector’s Magazine for May, 1869. The Clara-Rothe stamps were ‘ pro- 
moted”’ by some Greeks, in Paris, and certainly must have served as a 
model for the next stamp issued by M. Panopoule. In his letter to 
The Stamp Collector’s Magazine, he states that T. B. Morton and Co., 
undertook the French service on the Trebizond line which was aban- 
doned by the French Messageries during the war, and consequenly 
Cctober, 1870, M. Panopoulo issued a series for the use of this line, 
consisting of three values 
; piastres for newspapers. 

for books and periodicals, 

“ for letters. 

Suffice it to say that we do not dispute the fact of M. Panopoulo’s 
stamps being postage stamps any more than we deny that character to 
the Rigi stamps. ‘The only doubt we have is, whether such like labels 
are worthy of a place in a collection of postage stamps. 

There is still another Turkish local of the same class as these latter 
stamps, the Kustendjie and Tchernawoda stamp. This originally is- 
sued in one colour, black on green paper, has been printed in other 
colours. The value of the stamp is small, being only 20 paras. It

Reviews of Philatelic Publications. 


The United States Locals and their History. By Cuartes H. Cos- 
TER, New York. Scott & Company, 146 Fulton Street, 1877. 
At iast it is our pleasing duty to examine a book well suited in every 
way to uphold the dignity of stamp collecting, a book which al- 
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though published expressly for philatelists, is so broad in its scope and 
so comprehensive in its details that it is alike interesting to the general 
reader, pleasing to the book collector, valuable to the historian, and in- 
dispensable to the Philatelist. 

The object of the author in preparing the work for publication, was 
to gather together all that has ever been written about locals and em- 
brace all that is known on this interesting subject in one convenient 
volume. For this purpose he has taken as a basis his celebrated articles 
on locals, which were published in former years in this paper, thoroughly 
revised and corrected them by the aid of recent discoveries, and the co- 
operation of all the leading collectors. In this, he bas been eminently 
successful, although it is not to be expected that a work on so compli- 
cated a subject could be either perfect or complete, but it is undoubt- 
edly the most important work which has yet been issued oa any branch 
of the science of Philately. ' 

The pripting and paper are simply perfect, and the only objection we 
can raise to the work is making it a subscription book and issuing so 
small an edition, that it will very speedily become unattainable, but as 
the literary part was performed by Mr. Coster,so the business details were 
seen to by the publishers, who doubtless knew how to make it pay when 
hey undertook the publishing. In conclusion we would advise all col- 
ectors who desire it, to procure a cOpy immediately, especially those 
residing abroad, as delay is very likely to lead to disappointment.

The sale ot Mr. ————collection just concluded as we go to press 
was one of the most successful stamp auctions ever held. The spacious 
room of Messrs. Leavitt, in Clinton Hall, was taken. possession of 
by a large party of representative philatelists, from New York, and 
adjoining states: one collector having come fifteen hundred miles to 
attend the sale. The bidding was spirited throughout, and the prices 
realized while being satisfactory to the seller, enabled many collectors 
to procure good stamps at prices much under catalogue rates. While 
some short “sighted dealers may grumble at this, we can assure them 
that frequent auction sales are the only means of putting the sale of 
stamps on a firm footing, and placing them on an equality with older 
and better known articles of commerce. Stamps are worth what they 
will bring, and as soon as it becomes known that a gentleman can, af- 
ter a few weeks preparation, place his collection of stamps in the hands 
of the auctioneer, and sell it for all it cost, there will be no lack of 
lovers of art, willing to invest a few thousand dollars in the fascinating 
science of philately. | 

The prices averaged about seventy-five per cent. of catalogue rates ; 
some few lots bringing nearly double, while many of the stamps con- 
tained in the collection which were purchased at auction many years 
azo, brought a fair advance upon the prices then paid.
